FRENCH SYMPATHY FOR RUSSIA. 

PARIS, April

Washington regarding the feeling aroused 
in the United States at the steps taken by 
Russia in connection with Manchuria. The 
dispatches state that the American Gov- 
ernment does not intend to join other 
powers in opposing the Russian demands,

ed a strongly favorable feeling here. 

The advices also state that United States 
Ambassador McCormick, at St. Petersburg, 
has been instructed to forward information 
on the subject to Washington. The offi- 
cials here say this will probably show that 
Russia’s action has been less radical than 
appeared at first. 

The view prevails that the powers having 
political dntagonisms toward Russia are 


responsible for the present agitation. It 1s 
stated that Russia’s demands do not mean 
a termination of the ‘‘open door’’ policy, 
but only a continuance under Russian ad- 
ministration of the restrictions now im- 
posed by China. 

In Government quarters unmistakable 
sympathy with the Russian attitude is 
shown. It is claimed that Russian inter- 
ests in Manchuria and its proximity to 5Si- 
beria entitle *-Russia to take supervisory 
steps. 


AMERICA AND JAPAN PROTEST. 


This Country Only Objects to the Two 
Russian Demands Which Special- 
ly Affect Its Interests. 


PEKING, April 27.—United States Minis- 
ter Conger has sent a note to Prince Ching, 
the Grand Secretary, protesting against 
two features of Russia’s proposed Man- 
churian agreement, which are considered 
particularly antagonistic to American in- 
terests, 

The note objects to China promising not 
to open more towns to foreign trade, be- 
cause negotiations are progressing, in con- 
nection with the American commercial 


treaty, for the opening of Mukden and 
Taku-Shan, and it objects to China prom- 
ising that the foreign employes in Man- 
churia shall only be Russians. 

The United States withholds any expres- 
sion regarding the other demands, but is 
repared to insist on, her treaty rights if 
nfractions occur. 


WASHINGTON, April 27.—It is learned 
here to-day that.Japan has expressed her 
displeasure at’ Russia’s demands upor 
China respecting Manchuria. It has_been 
anticipated in diplomatic circles that Japan 
and Great Britain would furstie a course 
identical with that of the United States 
Government. Minister Takahira was fully 
advised on Saturday of the attitude of this 
Government, 

Secretary Hay has as yet received no 


replies to the dispatches sent to Peking and 
St, Petersburg. 


A CHINESE PAPER’S COMMENT. 


It Says If Russia’s Claims Are Allowed, 
the Partition of China Will 
Be Inevitable.

LONDON, April 28.—The Shanghai 
correspondent of The Times says that a 
leading native journal, recapitulating 
the history of Russia’s aggression in re- 
cent years, declares that if the present 
claims in regard to Manchuria are al- 
lowed it will be the beginning of the end, 
rendering the partition of the Chinese 
Empire inevitable. 

The paper emphasizes the bad faith of 
Russian policy since Russia’s interven- 
tion at the conclusion of the Chinese- 
Japanese war with the avowed purpose 
of preserving the Liao-Tung peninsula 
for China, and notes features of resem- 
blance between the present situation at 
Niu-Chwang and that at Port Arthur in 
the Spring of 1898.

FROM THAW WEDDING 


Others of Her Family Remain 
Away from the Ceremony.

Younger Brother Gives Her in Marriage

Delayed Forty-five Minutes. 


PITTSBURG, April 27.—Amid scenes as 
impressive as a lavish display of wealth, 
the dignity of society, and the solemnity of 
the ritual of the Protestant. Episcopal 
Church could. provide, the marriage. of 
George Francis Alexander Seymour of Eng- 
land, the Earl of Yarmouth, and Alice Cor- 
nelia Thaw of Pittsburg, daughter of the 
late William Thaw, was solemnized this 
afternoon in Calvary Church. The Rev. 
Dr, W. lL. McEwan, pastor of the Presby- 
terian chureh of which Miss Thaw is a 
member, assisted by the Rev. Dr. John H. 
Mcllvaine, pastor of Calvary Church, offi- 
ciated. 

A circumstance which caused much com- 
ment Was the absence of a number of 
members of the bride’s family. Harry 
Kendall Thaw, who was-to have given his 
sister away, was among these. ‘It has 
been generally known that he was the 
matchmaker. When he failed to make his 
appearance Josiah Copley Thaw, a young- 
er brother, took his place and gave his sis- 
ter away. 

Benjamin Thaw, the eldest living son of 
William C. Thaw and a half-brother of the 
bride, ignored the wedding. He opposed his 
sister’s marriage to Yarmouth. Edward 
Thaw, another half-brother, was neither at 
the church nor the house, and Mrs. Will 
iam C. Thaw, Jr., widow of William C., 
Thaw, Jr., was also absent. But her 
daughter, Miss Byrd Thaw, whom Lord 
Yarmouth sought to marry before he met 
Alice Thaw, her aunt, was a witness to the 
ceremony. 

The ceremony did not take place at the 
hour appointed. There was a delay of 
forty-five minutes, accounted for subse- 
quently by Josiah Thaw with the explana- 
tion that tne Earl had forgotten his mar- 
riage license. Some connected the delay 
with the failure of Harry Thaw to come to 
give his sister away. When the scheduled 
time for the ceremony—+ o’clock—arrived, 
the wedding march was begun, but the 
bridal party did not appear.

PLEA FOR SMALL FAMILIES.

BOSTON, April 27.—Mrs. Mary A. Liver- 
more, in a lecture before the Mothers 
and Fathers Club to-day said that families 
should be sniutt rather than large, taking a 
view opposite to that of President Roose- 
velt. She declared that what is needed most 
is “child culture.”’ 

“We need to listen more to talk about 
the culture of fathers and mothers than 
to that of a child,” she said. ‘ There 
are two mighty factors than enter into the 
making of individuals and a nation. These 
factors are heredity and _ environment. 
There are men and women who are unfit to 
be the parents of children, and with them 
we have to depend upon environment. In 
many, cases it is better to take children 
away from their natural parents, so that 
they may have a chance to.do better."’ 

Mrs. Livermore said that the best agency 
of environment is the home. ‘“ When a 
child is put in a good home, he hae taken 
the first step in higher civilization. It 

| would not be race suicide if we were to 
have homes into which only two or three 
children were born, quality and character 
signifying more than a horde.”’

MOTORS FOR THE BIG TUNNEL. 


Board of Experts Appointed by the 
Pennsylvania President Decides 
on a Class of Motors. 


PHILADELPHIA, April 27.—President A. 
J, Cassatt of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company has appointed an advisory com- 
mittee of experts to assist in the work, of 
constructing the NewYork fifty-million- 
dollar tunnel, / 

The appointees are Theodore N. Ely, 
Chief 6f Motive Power of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad, Chairman; W. H. Baldiwn, Pres- 
ident of the Long Island Railroad; S. D. 
Newhall, Purchasing Agent for the Penn- 
Sylvania, and A, W. Gibbs and A. 8. Vogt, 
General Superintendent of Motive Power 
and Chief Mechanical Engineer for the 
Pennsylvania Railroad. 

The committee of experts has already de-\ 
cided to adopt for use in the tunnel an elec- 
trical engine, the motor of which will rest 
on a truck, so that it will only be neces- 
Sary to increase the number of trucks to 
obtain increased power. 


BLOW TO LABOR ARBITRATION. 


New Zealand Court Dismisses@®AI! the 
Informations Against Auckland 
Employers.

LONDON, April 28.—A dispatch from 
Wellington, N. Z., to The Times in re- 
gard to the Auckland cabinetmakers’ 
dispute, says that the Arbitration Court, 
after an exhaustive hearing, has dis- 
missed all the informations. against the 
employers. 

This result is regarded as a serious 
blow to compulsory arbitration. 


Seven weeks ago all the cabinetmakers 
of Auckland were locked out—~in~ conse- 
quence of a decision of the Arbitration 
Court raising their wages to 1s..3d. an hour. 

The masters announced that tiveéy won 
in future import all the furniture required. 

The lock-out caused a great deal of in- 
terest, the dispute being regarded as the 
most important that had arisen since the 
passage of the Arbitration act. The Gov- 
ernment decided to prosecute the Auckland 
employers for breach of award, and 
Premier Seddon gave it as his opinion that 
the Government should find employment 
for the men thrown aut of work. 


DOMINICAN PRESIDENT 
A REFUGEE IN CUBA. 


Gen. Vasquez Lands at Guantanamo 
with 150 Followers—Brother, Who 
Is Consul General Here, Re- 

ceives Message. 


HAVANA, April 27.—Gen. Vasquez, the 
deposed President of the Republic of Santo 
Domingo, landed. at Guantanamo, Cuba, 
to-day from the Dominican gunboat Presi- 
dente. 

About 150 poiitica]. refugees landed at 
~Guantanamo with Gen. Vasquez from the 
gunboat. 


Presidente Horacio Vasquez has aban- 
doned his defense of the Presidency against 
the revolution of Gen. A. Wos y Gil, and 
the latter is now Provisional President of 
the Dominican Government. A cable dis- 
patem that caused considerable excitement 
among Dominicans here was received yes-~- 
terday from Gen, Vasquez by his brother, 
Gen, F. Leonte Vasquez, Consul General 
and Chargé d’Affaires of Santo Domingo in 
this city. The message was dated Guan- 
tanamo, Cuba, and read: 


Have abandoned. Caceres and Hernandez ac- 
companied me. Will you come? 


This dispatch gave the first intimation 
that the President had taken flight. The 
two men referred to in the cable dispatch 
are Gen. Ramon Caceres, Governor of 
Santo Domingo, ang Gen. Luis Maria Her- 
nandez, Governor of San Pedro de Macoris, 
who had remained loyal tw their chief. 

Instead of showing disappointment over 
the turn affatrs have taken, the Consul 
General yesterday expressed himself as 
well satisfic# with the action of his 
brother. ‘“‘It means the end of the re- 
bellion,’’ he said, ‘‘and my brother would 
rather have peace reign in the country 
than be President with continual uprisings, 
which hurt the republic, whose interests 
we have always at heart.’’ 

Consul “General Vasquez said he would 
retire from his office here as soen as he 
has been instructed to whom to turn over 
the affairs of the Consulate. He will go to 
Cuba with his five chaldren, who are at 


school here, and engage with his brother in 
an agricultural enterprise there, which step 
he says he has long contemplated. 

Gen. Horacio Vasquez became President 
of Santo Domingo a year ago by ove-- 
throwing Gen, Juan Isidro Jiminez, under 
whom he was Vice President. The revolu- 
tion which has resulted in his downfall 
started March 28 last. Since the begin- 
ning the rebels have held the Capital 
against repeated attacks. Gen, Alejandro 
Wos y Gil, who led the insurrection, and 
row becomes President, is well known if 
this city, where he was Dominican Chargé 
d’Affaires and Consul General during the 
administration of the late President 
Heureaux. This will be his second term 
as President of the West Indian republic, 
he having served in that capacity from 
1885 to 1887. The tenure of office, barring 
rebellions, is two years. He was also a 
member of the Cabinet of President 
Heureaux, Gen. Gil is forty-nine years 
old, and is a man of wealth and intelli- 
gence

SANTO DOMINGO CITY, Saturday, April

Vasquez and his followers had left the 
island.’ ulet has been restored, and a 
Presidential election, soon will be held.’

TOWNE ON 1896 TROUBLES. 


Ex-Senator Towne, the next speaker, 
after waiting for the diners to rise and 
sing “The Star-Spangled Banner,” talked 
about “ The Democracy of ths West.” Hav- 
ing touched briefly on the money ques- 


ti he réferred to the 16 to 1 campaign 
of TOG. when he was one of silver’s cham- 
pions. Then he said: 


*““T concede now that we meade a mistake 
| in putting the prescription for the disease 
in the statement of it.” 

Mr. Towne, continuing on the money 
question, declared that some day it would 
be obliged to show up again—this ‘ ques- 
tion of getting enough money somehow for 
the country to live on.’’ He said that the 
aim of the men of 1896, whether their 
mete were right or not, [mild applause, } 
was right. 

It was the aim to restore the money of 
the country to the hands of the many 
rather than the few, he said. For the sake 
of argument he would admit that the money 
was not in the hands of the few, perhaps, 
but anyway the Democrats who worked 
even by mistaken methods with proper ob- 
jects in view ought to be respected. 

Some of the other things Mr. Towne said 
were: 

‘‘Real harmony is to be found more in 
co-operation of effort than in vociferation 
of good intentions. _What we need to-day 
is less discussion of our differences and 
more emphasis on the things about which 
we agree. And surely these things fur- 
nish us a programme than which none 
other ever more strongly appealed to the 
patriotism, the reason, the conscience of 
the citizen. a ; 

“ Speaking for myself as a man who advo- 
cated before hundreds of thousands of citi- 
zens in many States the principles of the 
Democratic platforms of 1896 and 1900, and 
who believed in those principles then and 
believes in them now as applicable to the 
same conditions, I am very frank to declare 
my, conviction that both justice and expe- 
diency demand that no greater test of a 
man’s Democracy should be required to-day 
than his belief in and readiness to labor 

‘for the principles that are at stake to-day. 

‘If a. man is sincerely with me now I 
have not the right either to deny him the 
giory of fighting nor to deprive myself of 
his assistance in our common cause on the 
ground that we were not agreed upon a 
former occasion.”’ 


SLAYDEN HAILS SHEPARD. 


Congressman Slayden of Texas followed 
Mr. Towne. He said, in part: 

‘**You Democrats in New York should be 
perfectly familiar with Southern Democ- 
racy. The alleged alliance between the 
New York and the Southern Democrats has 
long been a source of distress to the Re- 
publican Party. Five timesin thirty-five 
years we have supported citizens of your 
State for the highest office in the country. 
Three times we voted for Grover Cleveland; 
and if you and the other Northern Demo- 
crats say so, we stand ready to vote for 
another New Yorker next year. You may 
find the most available men for the first 
and second places, and the Southern De- 
peeney will do its part toward their elec- 
tion. 

‘Still, while there is no thought or talk 
of Southern candidates next year, I want 
it known that we cannot subscribe to the 
sectional and un-Ameriean doctrine that 
because our fathers ate the sour grapes of 
civil war more than forty years ago their 
aren s teeth must be perpetually on 
edge. 

‘Democracy as steadfast as that does 
not need reorganization. The man who 
would offer to make over such Democrats 
ds the rash fellow who would try to paint 
the lily and gild refined gold. But I don’t 
think we. want reorganization anywhere. 
What we need is recruits, and let us 
hope you will go after them and get 
them. If you can only get him to discuss 
the matter with you, [ see no reason why 
you may not evén portade Pierpont Mor- 
gan to carry a torch in Democratic proces- 
sions. They tell me that he is a man of 
fine abilities, and sensible men yield to 
sound reasons. 

“The Departments at Washington need 
overhauling, They seem honey-combed 
with Gieomoaty. With years of i munity 
the habit of plunder has grown so strong 
that Republican, officials even break open 
their own_safes, The Post Officé Depart- 
ment in Washington suggests a training 
school for burglary. 
|} “A few days ago I read a review of the 
Chicago speech of your distinguished towns- 
man, Mr. Shepard. The editor did not agree 

with all the orator said, although in the 
1 main they did agree; but in the review he 
used one phrase that struck me as most 
felicitous. He deseribed Edward M. Shep- 
ard as a Democratic Democrat. 

“Mind the expression, and when you go 
to the next Democratic National Conven- 
tion give usa candidate who measures up 
to that standard and you will have, the en- 
thusiastic backing of the Southern Dem- 
ocracy.” [Great Spepuse. | 

Mr. Shepard talked of James Monroe’s 
life and works. Then, after saying that 
.the Democratic cause was but a defense 
of old ideals, he continued; ’ 

“When a single Congress expends about 
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$1,500,000,000—that'is to say, when that is 
the ordinary cost of government under a 
Republican administration for two years—a 
cost substantially twice as great as the 
like cost under President Cleveland, it is 
clear that the way is. being paved for in- 
dustriai hardship and disaster. Every dol- 
Jar represents a burden upon American la- 
bor and _ industry, and well-nigh half of it 
represents the waste or perversion of the 
results of such labor. 

Undér the auspices of our present gallant 
and strenuous Chief Magistrate we have at 
last taken our part in that competition of 
expenditure for empire which is so crushing 
a weight upon the masses of the great 
European countries. 

‘To-day we read that European states- 
men look anxiously for relief from those 
burdens, and that even crowned heads 
would find a way out. Until a few years 
ago every American patriot rejoiced that 
we were not in the foolish struggle to have 
our army or navy bigger than the army or 
navy of some other great country. The 4,000 
miles of the Atlantic saved us from these 
burdens of barbarism. Our industrial ideals 
protected us. It was an American axiom 
that money unnecessarily spent for war or 
military or naval expenses was unwisely 
spent. We knew that the peace and power 
ot the American Nation were not dependent 
upon vast armaments. But now in time of 
peace our military budget is more than 
twice and fast coming to be three times 
what it was in the !ast year of Democratic 
administration, Our naval expenditure is 
well nigh three times what it was then. 

““The expense for our army and navy in 
1897 was $70,000,000. In 1902 it was $165,- 
000,000—an increase of $95,000,000, Think 
what this part of the price of our new im- 
perialism means! This increase of $95,- 
000,000, as*a permanent annual charge, 
means, on a 3% per cent. basis, the equiva- 
lent of a new National debt of more than 
$4,000,000,000. 

“ The taxes paid in two vears of President 
Roosevelt by citizens of the United States 
for the army and navy, over and above 
what was deemed necessary in 1897 would 
give us the peaceful beneficence and glory 
of the Panama Canal. 

“The President's attitudes, in spite of the 
formal words of caution he-uwses now and 
then, are those of a man spoiling for a 
fight; and he would make of us a-nation 
spoiling for a fight. It is that ideal more 
than any which he seeks by his eloquence 
to put into the minds.of Americans, and 
especially of American youth.” 


THE INDUSTRIAL ISSUE. 


After contrasting the attitudes of Presi- 
dents Cleveland and Roosevelt toward 
Venezuela, Mr. Shepard said, regarding 
industrial issues: 

‘The wise American is to-day. full of 
fear that industrial liberty may disappear 
from our land and that with it ourdemocratic 
civilization may be undermined. Our first 
political cause to-day, and that for which 
the Democratic Party stands, is the main- 
tenance of the political and industrial post- 
tion of the great body of smal! independent 


producers in the United States. The Demo- 
cratic Party, no doubt, has made some mis- 
takes, for it is human. But it has never 
lent itself to either’ legislation or adminis- 
tration tending to the destruction of the 
independence of that bedy of citizens. 

Phe Republican Party has in sts day 
done some good things. But sisce the 
abolition of slavery it has done not one 
thing to prevent-—and it has done many 
things to promote—the destruction of that 
independence. In this cause the Democratic 
Party must attack every citadel‘of special 
privilege. 

“TI have recently said more than once, 
and I repeat to-night, that here is the all- 
dominant issue of our present politics. The 
talk of the masses of American men is of 
trusts on one side and of trades unions on 
the other. Many a far-sighted American 
has a deep and anxious fear that the in- 
dustrial civilization of our land will come 
to be nothing more than an interplay be- 
tween the great organizations of wealth 
and of labor; and that in ‘such an interplay 
the vast body of independent small pro- 
ducers will cease to be independent. 

“4The right of men who are not in trades 
unions to labor how and when and for 
wham they please and upon such terms as 
are satisfactory to them inust, beyond a 
doubt, be effectively preserved, and where 
necessary by the entire power of our Gov- 
ernment. That is self-evident. But all the 
more because it iw self-evident must ere 
be no doubt that the law shall not create 
or foster any scheme of special privilege on 
the side of capital.- The captains of indus- 
try who create or accumulate enormous 
fortunes exercise to-day consolidated 
control of employment. 

“Referring to this, I asked in a speech 
made by me several weeks ago in Chicago: 

What else then can wage earners do—will they 
at least do otherwise—than establish for them- 
selves a power of discipline equal to that of their 
employers? If you and I earned a living in a 
tradé, the only one we knew, and in which our 
bread must be earned, if earned at all, and if all 
the employers in that trade were in practical 
alliance, neither you or. I would rest until we 
and our fellows were together in an organization 
as powerful as theirs; nor might even we al- 
ways be’as nice as we ought to in treating our 
fellow laborérs, whose separation from us seemed 
to. strengthen the hands of organized capital 
against .us. 

‘*T then pointed out that from every spe- 
cial privilege to capital there would arise 
a claim of justification for the establish- 
ment by labor of a kind of tyranny which 
society must resist, and I asked what then 
would be ‘the fate of the body of small 
independent prod@ucers if the vast forces of 
organized capitak and organized labor 
should dominate the entire industry of the 
land.” I have been criticised by many for 
this utterance, but will anybody say that 
it is not perfectly, strictly, and soberly 
true? 

“If we are to stand, as we must stand, 
for the right of every man to labor as he 
will, and if the institution of government is 
to protect him in that right against organ- 
ized labor or against those who affect to 
represent organized labor, then very cer- 
tainty there must be an equal aspect of 
justice and courage-in establishing against 
organized capital the rule of equal rights 
and no special privilege. The suggestion 
that I meant to encourage organized labor 
in any effort to deprive their unorganized 
fellow-laborers of equal rights is gratui- 
tous. The contrary was the case. 

“Il am and always have been hostile to 
any such interference with labor, but_be- 
cause 1 am so hostile I wish the members 
of the capitalistic class to put themselves, 
if they can, into the position of ‘men who 
are in the ranks of organized labor and to 
remember that—human nature being what 
it is—every injustice of one kind tends to 
produce an injustice of another kind. If 
there be men~who can look at or witness 
what or deem to be very grave injustice 
against themselves without themselves be- 
ing inspired to injustice on the other side, 
I can only say that their strength of char- 
acter is so far beyond the average that we 
cannot count upon it in the conduct of 
public affairs. . 

“Upon this all-important question of spe- 
cial privilege the Democratic Party is right 
and the Republican Party is wrong. The 
President seeks to divert the attention of 
the American people from the real question 
to two or three picturesque litigations. 
The fundamental cause of equal rights is 
to be represented by lawsuits. After six 
years of Republican administration we have 
at last one prosecution of any significance, 
that brought against the Northern. Securi- 
ties Company. This prosecution has been 
conducted under the so-called Sherman 
anti-trust law of 1800. During the two or 
three years of President Harrison's Admin- 
istration after the passage of the law 
nothing of moment was done under it. 

“The Democratic Administration of Mr. 
Cleveland proceeded, however, to test its 
efficacy. It prosecuted the Trans-Missouri 
Freight Association, the Joint Traffic As- 
sociation, and the Eddystone Pipe and 
Steel Company cases, and in those two or 
three cases completely established the doc- 
trine recently reaffirmed by the Federal 
Court of Appeals in the merger case. But 
after such Democratic establishment of 
the law the Republican Administration of 
President McKinley did nothing to, enforce 
it. And President Roosevelt waited until 
the public outcry over the beef combination 
and the powerful appeal of the State of 
Minnesota against the Northern Railroad 
combination convinced him that the prose- 
cutions were politically expedient. 

“The result of a thousand lawsuits and 
judgments like that in the merger suit 
will be as nothing in breaking down the 
system of s aoe tariff privileges and un- 
just, unfairly d scrimine las taxation for 
which the Republican rty stands,”’

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PRESIDENT EULOGIZES 


THE GOAL COMMISSION 


Advice to Omaha Threatened 
with an Industrial Strike. 


— 


Wage Earners and Capitalists of Tha 
City Urged to Approach Their 
Problem in a Simi- 
lar Spirit. 


OMAHA, Neb., April 27.—President Rooses 
velt spoke on the labor question to an au- 
dience of 10,000 people in the Coliseum here 
this evening. Omaha is threatened with an 
industrial strike on May 1, and the Presi- 
dent was asked to say something bearing 
on this subject. The following was de- 
livered in response to this request: 

“If I might give a word of advice to 
Omaha, I should like to see your daily press 


publish in full the concluding portion of the 

report of the Anthracite Coal Strike Com- 

mission, signed by all the members there- 
of, by those in a special sense the cham- 
pions of the wageworker, and by those in 

a special sense identified with capital, or- 

ganized or unorganized, because, men and 

women of Omaha, those people did not 

speak first as capitalist or as laborer, did 

not speak first as Judge, as army man, as 

Church man, but they spoke all of them, 

unanimously signed that report, all of 

them, as American citizens anxious to see 
right and justice prevail. [Cheers and ap- 
plause. j 

‘““No one quality will get us out of any 
difficulty. We need more than one; we 
need « good many; we need the power first 
of each man honestly trying to look at the 
problem from his fellows’ standpoint. Capi- 
talist and wage worker alike, should hon- 
estly endeavor each to look at any matter 
from the other’s standpoint, with a free- 
om on the one hand from the contempti- 
ble arrogance which looks down upon the 
man of less means, and, on the other, from 
| the no less contemptible envy, jealousy, 
and rancor which hates another because 
he is better off. Each quality is the com- 
plement of the other, the supplement of the 
j other, and in point of baseness there is not 
the weight of the fingér to choose between 
them. 

“Look at the report signed by those 

men; look at it in the spirit in which they 

wrote it, and if you can only make your- 
selves, make the community, approach the 
problems of to-day in the spirit that these 

‘men, your fellows, showed in approaching 
| the great problem of yesterday, any prob- 

lem or problems will be solved. . 

“Any man ‘who tries to excite class 
hatred, sectional hate, hate of creeds, any 
kind of hatred in our community, though 
he may affect to do it in the interest of 
the class he is addressing, fs, in the long 
run, with absolute certainty that class’s 
own worst enemy. [Applause.] : 

‘“‘In the long run and as a whole, we are 
going to go up or go down together. Of 
course, there will be individual exceptions, 
small local exceptions, exceptions in kind, 
exceptions in place, but as a whole, if the 
Commonwealth prospers, some measure of 
the prosperity comes to all of us. If it is 
not prosperity, then the adversity, though 
it may be unequally upon us, will weigh 
more or less upon all. It lies upon our- 
selves to determine our own fate. 

“I cannot say too often that the wisest 
law, the best administration of the law¢ 
can do naught more than give as a fair 
field in which to work out that fate aright. 
If, as individuals or as a community, we 
mar our future by our own folly, let us re- 
member that it is upon ourselves the re- 
sponsibility must rest. 

‘* My fellow-citizens, men and women of 
Omaha, let me close in expressing the 
abounding confidence I have that you of 
this city, that you of this State, will in the 

end work out your fate aright, because_I 
hold you to be, in a peculiar sense, typical 
of all that is best in the American charac- 
ter. I believe in you with all my heart. 

“The able, fearless, unscrupulous man 
who is not guided by the moral law is a 
curse to be hunted down like the civic wild 
beast, and his ability and his courage, 
whether in business, in polities, or any- 
where else, only serve to make him more 
dangerous and a greater curse. We must 
have courage, we must have honesty, but 
with them both, and guiding them both, 
we must have the saving grace of com- 
mon sense." (Applause.) 

The President devoted most of his speech 
to the question of good-citizenship, and 
Went over very fully and thoroughly the 
ground he has heretofore covered on this 
subject. He also delivered a brief eulogy 


on the life of Gen. Ulysses S. Grant, to- 
Gay being the anniversary of his birth. 


All-Day Journey Through the State— 
50,000 People Welcome Him 
at Omaha. 


OMAHA, Neb., April — President 
Roosevelt arrived in this city at 5:15 this 
afternoon, after an all-day journey which 
was more or less trying to the entire party. 
A strong wind blew during the p, and 
carried into the train dust and sand raised 
from the prairies. The discomfort attend- 
ed by this was accentuated during the nu- 
merous Stops made, and every one was glad 
when Omaha was reached and the day's 
journey was at an end. 

Much preparation had been made in this 
city for the President’s coming, and he was 
greeted by probably 50,000 people, who 
lined the streets on both sides for a mile 
and a half along the route of the carriage 
drive. Elaborate decorations of bunting 
and flags were hung‘from evéry building, 
and from every flagstaff in the city “ Old 
Glory ’’ floated proudly. At the Union Sta- 
tion the great western arch was festooned 
with bunting, which surrounded an .im- 
mense’ painting of the Président. Another 
painting, framed in the National tricolors, 


o> 
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was placed over the carriage way through — 


which the President’s party passed. At 
the entrance vo the train shed was hung a 
banner of welcome. 

The drive through the city lasted half 
an hour, several ‘of the down-town busi- 
ness streets being traversed. ‘The entire 


distance was lined with people, who gave 


the President a most hearty welcome, 
From his carriage he nodded his 
The drive ended at the Omaha.Clu 
a banquet, lasting an hour and a half, w 
given the President and his party ove! 
were laid for ninety persons, nO 
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Voliseum, which is two miles from the 
portion of the city. Although the 
Start Was not made until 8 o'clock, thou- 
sands in turned out to cheer the Presi- 
‘dent and catch a glimpse of his face. When 

e reached the big auditorium, it was 
crowded to its capacity. The building was 

laborately decorated in National and Ak- 

r-Ben colors. When the President and 
his party entered a band struck up “ Hail 
to the Chief,’’ and he was accorded a tre- 
mendous ovation. ‘ 

Extraordinary precautions were taken to- 
day to insure the safety of the President 
during his trip from Hastings to Lincoln. 
The raiiroad officials of the Burlington 
State positively that they are not antici- 
pating any trouble, but orders reyuiring 
special precautions have been issued, The 
instructions were that no person shall be 
allowed im any office, room, or near any 
window of any station which the President 
shall pass, who cannot be accounted for 
and who is not known to the officials. 

President Roosevelt made an early start 
to-day. At Grand Island he broke the 
eryeed on which the new Carnegie Li- 

rary is to stand, and then delivered a 
short address in front of the High School 
Patines at 9:15. He then left for Hastings. 
Gov. ickey and Senators Dietrick and 
Millard joined the President at Grand Isl- 
and. The Governor went with him as far 
a@s Hastings and the two Senators were 
his guests at Omaha. 

President Roosevelt reached Hastings at 
10:15 this morning. He was greeted by a 
large crowd and made an address from the 
station steps. The President spoke of the 
forestry situation in Nebraska, saying that 
as the people of the State were protecting 
the original scanty forests, they now had a 
better natural forest than ever before. But 
the work should not stop, he said. The peo- 

le should continue the planting of trees. 

he Federal Bureau of forestry, he said, 
is co-operating directly with tree planters 
in different parts of the State. 

The arrival of President Roosevelt's spe- 
cial train in Lincoln this afternoon a few 
minutes after 1 o'clock -was announced b, 
a chorus of factory whistles. At this signa) 
ail stores were closed. The military escort 
formed a ageant that has not been 
equaled in Lincoln since the recruiting of 
troops for the Spanish-American war. Dur- 
ing the time taken for the movement of 
the parade from the Union Station to the 
Capitol, an old Spanish cannon was mann*d 
and fired by students. The McKinley me- 
morial chimes and other church bells rang 
out in the paean of welcome. The Capitol 
Building from the dome down was a mass 
of red, white, and blue bunting, while maay 
business houses also were decorated. -t is 
estimated that 50,000 visitors were in the 


city. 

The President speke from a stand erected 
on the Capitol grounds. He said: 

*“Coming through the State of Nebraska 


to-day I was rejoiced in your great pros- | 


perity; I rejoice in your fertile soil; I re- 
joice in the crops you raise, and, after all, 
the best product is the men and women. 
I was mighty glad to see 
they seemed to be all right in quality and 
quantity. [Laughter.] I think you have a 
mighty good stock; I want to see it go on.” 
The President spoke briefly on good gov- 
ernment.

GOV. ODELL OFF FOR THE FAIR. 


He is Accompanied by His Staff, Legis- 
lators, and Some Personal Guests. 


ALBANY, April 27.—Gov. Odell, the mem- 
bers of his staff, committees representing 
both branches of the Legislature, and a 
party of guests left this city for St. Louis 
at 11:45 to-night on a special train to at- 
tend the dedication of the Louisiana Pur- 
chase Exposition on April 30 and May 1 
and 2. 

Major Gen. Charles F. Roe, who will 
command the National Guard division. of 
the parade on April 30, left on the South- 
western Limited at 4:20 this afternoon. 
The several companies which will compose 
the provisional regiment included in Gov. 
Odell’s escort left their home cities on spe- 
cial trains this evening, and will arrive in 
Buffalo to-morrow morning, to be mobilized 
at the Sixty-fifth Regiment Armory by 
Col. Welch commanding.

“RL” ADAMS PLAGED 
IN A SING SING CELL 


“Policy King” Collapses When 
Taken from Tombs. 


Lawyer Oliver Denounces His Client's 
Deportation as Inhuman—Justice 


Giegerich Dismisses Habeas 
Corpus Writ, 


Shorn of his hair and beard, both of 
which had grown gray with age, and wear- 
ing the broad prison stripes provided for 
criminals by the State, Albert J. Adams, 
the “policy king,” millionaire, bank Di- 
rector, and man of affairs, spent last night 
in Sing Sing Prison. He was put into Cell 
129, in a row of cells on the second tier in 


the main building and between two men | 


who are serving long terms for man- 
slaughter. One of them is an Italian, the 
other a man of the name of Frank Cum- 
mings. 

By a coincidence both of Adams's neigh- 
bors will have expiated their crimes about 
the time that Adams will have served out 
his sentence; that is, if the shorter period 
of it prevails. In marked contrast to the 
elaborate bills-of-fare trom which he se- 
lected his meals at the Waldorf-Astoria re- 
recently, all that was put before him last 
evening was a hunk of bread and 4 half 
pint of coffee. 

TRIP TO SING SING. 

When the prison door had closed behind 
Adams that had happened which the 
“ policy king’s’’ friends confidently assert- 
ed to the last would never happen. Even 
among the little group of men who followed 
the man to Sing Sing there were those who 
expected up to the tast minute that some- 
thing would occur to stay the hand of jus- 
tice—that some messenger bearing a writ 
or some such document would save 
man. Adams himself seemed to share this 
hope, for at the prison door he said: 

*‘ Well, this is rough; but I suppose I can 
get used to it. Oh, if I could but have had 
another half hour in the Tombs! ”’ 

Adams had company to prison. Besides 
the three’ Deputy -Sheriffs, O’Keefe, Bell, 
and Kelly, Lawyer Richard T. Price, who 
after having served a year on Blackwell's 
Island for the theft of $2,500 from a client 
was taken to Sing Sing with him to serve 
a sentence of three years at the latter place 
for taking money from a woman who 
wanted her marriage annulled through false 
representations. Walter Adams, the con- 
victed man’s son, also followed his father 
to the prison door. 

Lawyer Oliver, Adams’s counsel, 
went to Sing Sing with his client. 

“I have learned one thing,’ he kept re- 
peating. ‘‘ Not murder, and.not arson, are 
the greatest crimes! ts

When Lawyer Oliver had failed in his 
fight before Justice Giegerich on the habeas 


corpus proceedings, the Deputy Sheriffs 
made quick preparations for taking Addams 
to Sing Sing. The huge black prison van 
appeared at the Tombs, and at 1:30 o'clock 
Deputy Sheriff Kelly emerged from the 
interior of the prison into the Tombs office. 
He was perturbed. Calling Deputy Sheriff 
Bell to his side, the two had a hasty con- 
sultation with one another. With little 
delay they went to Adams’s cell. What 
ag said to Adams was abrupt and sud- 
en, 

Adams said that he was too ill to move. 
He said that he had just had a hemorrhage 
of the lungs. The deputies were obdurate, 
however. Placing him upon a chair they 
began to carry him toward the van. Adams 
finally protested against this mode of 
progress, however, and said that he could 
walk. Then leaning heavily upon the arms 
of Bell and Kelly ne reached the door. 

The news that Adams was to be taken 
to Sing Sing circulated like wildfire, and 
when the prisaner had reached the main 
door of the Tombs a crowd of several hun- 
dred persons had already collected there. 
Adams sawr them hres ernghed hig 
depby over his head so that it hid his face. 
Price, the other prisoner, also in the cus- 
tody of a Deputy Sheriff, followed close be- 
hind. The van left the Tombs at 1:38 
o'clock. 

When Adams had reached the Grand 
Central Station he walked through the 
main waiting room as though he were in a 
trance. He stopped just before he reached 
the gatest in the train shed, shook his arms 
free from the two deputies who stuck very 
closely to him and looked around for a 
minute as though he expected to see some 
one. He then passed through the gate. 

Mr. Oliver, who had followed the van on a 
car, arrived at the depot a few minutes 
after his client. In a minute he caught a 
glimpse of several reporters, and with ,tcars 
streaming down his cheeks declared: 

“This is an Outrage! It’s inhuman! This

At Yonkers an exo- 
dus of passengers made greater room in 
the car which had been up to that time 
densely filled, and Mr. Oliver got in a seat 
behind his client. Placing his arm around 
Adams’s neck, the lawyer began an eager 
whispering consultation with his client. 
it was, Adams soon began to 
fumble in his pockets. 

To the surprise of those who stood not far 
away, Adams proved to be a véritable bank. 
First pulling a wallet, he drew from that a 
wad of bills. They were new and of $50 

He counted ap- 
parently about $1,000. Replacing it aicein 
roll of bills. Again what. he counted ap- 
peared to the observers about him_ to 
figure up $1,000. Still he produced another 
roll as large as had been the others—making 
the total.about $3,000. Apparently after 
some reflection he passed -to Mr. Oliver a 
fifty-dollar bill. 

Walter Adatins had been sitting at some 
distance from his father, who now called 
him over and began to divest himself of his 
jewelry. He had a good deal to take off— 
a diamond scarfpin surrounded with opals, 
several diamond rings, his watch and 
chain, and some little trinkets. 

After the yo.nger Adams had taken thi 
jewelry he noticed his father’s G. A. R. 
pin. He made a grab for it. 

**No! no’”’ said Adams, holding his hand 
over it. ‘‘ Not that! not that!” 

A minute later Adams took a little note 
from another wallet, tore it up, raised the 
car window, and threw out the pieces, 

When the train reached the Ossining sta- 
tion Adams seemed too weak to move, and 
he almost collapsed when he was being led 
from the train. 

In the rec: ption ward of the prison Adams 
gave his axe as sixty-two years, his occu- 
pation as that of a gentlemen, and said 
that he was born in New York City. War- 
den Johnson of the prison, who met Adams 
some thirty years ago, accosted the new 
prisoner.

He soon became 
un engineer, and then roundhouse fore- 
man, When a superintendent of motive 
power was needed on the Western Division 
of the Pennsylvania, he was selected. Next 
he was promoted to be general superin- 
tendent of motive power on the Western 
lines. He was matle general manager at 
Pittsburg, and occupied this position a 
year, when President Loree made him gen- 
eral ‘manager of the Baltimore and Uhio 
on June 1, 1901.

LONDON, April 28.—The Right Hon. Rob- 
ert William Hanbury, President of the 
Board of Agriculture, died this morning 
from pneumonia after an illness of a few 
days. 


Mr. Hanbury had been President of the 
Board of Agriculture since 1900 and Mem- 
ber of Parliament for Preston since 1885. 


He was the only son of Robert Hanbury 
of Bodehall House, Tamworth, and was 
born Feb. 24, 1845, 

He was educated at Rugby and at Corpus 
Christi College, Oxford, and first entenred 
Parliament in 1872, when he was elected 
Conservative member for Tamworth. He 
represented that constituency. until. 1878, 
when he became member for North Staf- 
fordshire. He was out of Parliament from 
1880 to 1885. Mr. Hanbury was appointed 
Financial Secretary to the Treasury in 
1895, and in the same year was sworn in 
as a member of the Privy Council. 

Mr. Hanbury married, in 1884, Miss Ellen 
Hamilton, daughter of Lieut. Col. Knott 
Hamilton. His home was at Ilam Hall, 
Ashbourne, Derbyshire.

Thanking you for the trouble 
I have caused you, I am most respectfully.

The police are satisfied that the suicide 
had been planned for some time. The date 
and signature of the letter were in a dif- 
ferent shade of ink.

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LAKE COMPETITION FELT. 


Tonnage of All-Rail Lines Cut Fifteen to 
Twenty Per Cent. on East- 
Bound Business. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, April 27.—The competition of 
the lake lines for east-bound business is 
having a serious effect on the all-rail lines. 
Theily tonnage has been reduced 15 to 20 
per cent. within the last four weeks, and a 
reduction in the all-rail rates on flour and 
grain is felt to be necessary if the railroads 


mean to make any kind of a showing during 
the Summer. 

Flour shipments have suffered the most 
during the week, due mainly to the closing 
up of the flouring mills at Minneapolis and 
other points in the ‘West and Northwest. 
It is now quite certain that a reduction in 
both flour and grain rates will be agreed 
upon at a meeting of the executive officers 
of the rail and lake transportation lines 
between Minneapolis, Chicago, and New 
York in this city to-morrow, and in antici- 
pation of such action most of the, Minne- 
apolis mills resumed operations to-fay. 

The decision rendered a few days ago by 
the Inter-State Commerce Commission that 
grain and flour rates are too high has un- 
doubtedly influenced the trunk lines to ac- 
cede to a reduction of rates. They will not 
admit this, however, but point out that 
natural conditions were bound to necessi- 
tate a reduction. 


TO BUY NO MORE LOCOMOTIVES. 


Chicago, Milwaukee and St, Paul Road 
to Build Its Own Engines. 


Special to The New York Times. 

MILWAUKEE, April 27.—As a result of 
the official changes which will take place 
in the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul 
Railroad on May 1, the company will very 
soon complete arrangements by which it 
will build all its locomotives at its shops in 
this city. In past years the Milwaukee 
Road has been annually purchasing a num- 
ber of locomotives from the Baldwins, the 
New York builders, and other concerns, 
In future the company proposes to make its 
engines in Milwaukee under the general 
supervision of Vice President Barr, who is 
an expert mechanic and an inventor of 
some railway devices. 

During the past two years nearly $1,000,- 
000 has been expended by the road in im- 


provements at its West Milwaukee plant. / 


As a result of this outlay the company has 
Nere one of the most complete railway 
plants in the Northwest. The shops will 
be able to turn out from five to seven 
locomotives a month. 


WILL PROSECUTE TYNERS. 


Safe Rifling Case Is to be Carried Into 
Court—New Head for the Postal 
Law Bureau. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, April 27. — Postmaster 
General Payne and Attorney General Knox 
have decided to send the papers in the 
postal law bureau safe-rifling case to the 
United States District Attorney for ac- 
tion against the Tyners and Mrs. Barrett, 
notwithstanding that Mr. Payne is un- 
able to furnish an inventory of the papers 
that were abstracted. They came to this 
conclusion at a conference held last night, 
and to-day Mr. Payne forwarded to Mr, 
Knox the papers returned by the Tyners, 
together with George A. C. Christiancy’s 


deposition. 

It has been assumed that the parties to 
the safe rifling could not be prosecuted, 
because there is no way of determining 
whether or not they destroyed or stole any 
Government documents. Mr. Payne takes 
the contrary view. ‘‘ The abstraction of 
the papers under such circumstances,’’ he 
said to-day, ‘‘ was, I believe, an offense 
against the law.” 

Charles H. Robb was to-day appointed 
Assistant Attorney General for the Post 
Office Department. He Nias been for years 
an attorney connected with the Depart- 
ment of Justice. He declined to take the 
officé permanently, but agreed to take it 
for thirty days, or a little longer if Mr. 
Bristow’s investigation should be prolonged 
beyond a month. 

The Postmaster General is confident that 
the results of Mr. Bristow’s inquiry will be 
in his hands in thirty days. Mr. Robb, 
therefore, secured a leave of absence from 
the Department of Justice for a month, to 
enable him to take Tyner’s place for that 
time and then return to his old duties. He 
was recommended by Mr. Knox. 4 

Mr. Christiancy was relieved at his own 
request, but his leave of absence is in- 
definite, and it is not believed at the de- 
partment that Mr. Christiancy will ever 
resume his place. Mr. Payne said to-day 
that an investigation would have been or- 
dered even had Mr. Christiancy not asked 
for it. 

Hamner, the safe expert, who has been 
dismissed from his position by his em- 
ployers because of his connection with the 
affair, is held guiltless by Mr. Payne. “Of 
course,’ said r. Payne to-day, “I don’t 
know what the law is, but there is no 
doubt that Hamner was innocent of any 
guilty knowledge of the matter. He sup- 
posed that he was acting for the Assistant 
Attorney General, and that the whole thing 
was a matter of course.” 

The charges made by the Central Labor 
Union against the ail Equipment Di- 
vision, which for some reason were not 
presented to Mr. Payne as soon as they 
were prepared, have been presented to him 
by a committee of the union. He referred 
them to Mr. Bristow. In speaking of them 
to-day he said that all the charges were 
from three to ten years old. 


RICH DEPOSIT OF FELDSPAR. 


New York Syndicate Uncovers the 
Mineral in Connecticut,

EAST HAMPTON, Conn., April 27.—A 
rich discovery of feldspar has been made 
on land owned by Charles Murkett at Lees- 
ville, south of here, 

For some time a New York contractor 
and a gang of men have been drilling into 
the rock preparator to blasting. The 
blasts were touched off Saturday and about 
150 tons of rock and earth were dislodged. 
Large deposits of feldspar were discovered. 

A NewYork syndicate has been backing 
the prospecting operations, and as a result 
of the tests it is understood that a mill 
will ‘shortly be erected. The feldspar in- 
dustry has been conducted on a small 
scale at various ae in the Connecticut 
Valley for some time, but the present dis- 
coveries surpass any previous ones,

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GOVERNMENT CABLE IS CUT. 


Special to The New York Times. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., April 27.—After 
only twelve days of usefulness the Govern- 
ment submarine cable connecting the 
Farallon Islands with the mainland at 
Point Reyes has been severed. 

It was cut last Sunday afternoon, either 


accidentally or deliberately, by the crew of 
the steamer South Portland, which had put 
into Drake’s Bay during the previous night 
to escape the northwest wind that was 
blowing at the rate of sixty miles an hour. 
It is presumed that the steamer’s anchor 
picked up the cable near Chimney Rock, 
which marks the land end of the line, and 
that Capt. Hornsman gave orders to sever 
the cable rather than see the anchor lost. 
A report of the matter has been sent to 
Washington, and it is possible a suit will 
follow in the Federal Courts against the 
owner of the steamer. Facilities. for grap- 
pling and splicing the cable are available. 


CITY ASSEMBLYMEN CENSURED. 


There was a meeting of the City Com- 
mittee of the Citizens’ Union last evening 
and, according to some present, the dis- 


cussion was more animated than usual. 
One group of resolutions which was adopted 
without much discussion was as follows: 

Whereas, The Citizens’ Union, in its demand 
for home rule for the city in all local matters, 
realizes the absolute necessity of home rule for 
the full development of the city, and for the 
permansnce of a high type of municipal gov- 
ernment; and 

Whereas, The Board of Aldermen of the city 
is, and of a right should be, the depository of 
such local legislative powers as should be grant- 
ed to the city under the principle of home rule; 
therefore, be it 

Resolved, That we demand and insist upon the 
nomination and election of a Board of Aldermen 
that shall be made up of men of such high 
standing in their various callings as shall repre- 
sent the very best interests of the city, and 
whose requests in the matter of legislation will 
be immediately met by the State Legislature; 
and be it 

Resolved, That we urge upon the District Or- 
ganization to fuse only on such candidates for 
members of the Board of Aldermen as shall rep- 
resent this demand for home rule and Citizens’ 
Union principles. 

It was decided also to have the Executive 
Committee of the Union call a meeting at 
once at which a call is to be issued for 
conferences with other organizations that 
are to support a fusion ticket this Fall. 

The subject which aroused a long discus- 
sion was a report of the special committee 
that tried to have the Elsberg Rapid Tran- 
sit bill passed at the session of the Legis- 
lature, A report denounced the members 
of the Assembly who had voted for the re- 
commitment of the bill near the end of the 
session. Attached to the report were reso- 
lutions that censured certain members of 
the Legislature for that action, which, the 
Citizens’ Union leaders claim, was against 
the interest of thie city. 

Secretary Fulton said after the meeting: 

“Tt was pointed out to Senator Ford and 
others that it would be foolish to adopt 
resolutions exactly similar to the report. 
Senator Ford arrived at the meeting late 
and, after the discussion was over, the re- 
port of the committee censuring members 
of the Legislature was adopted. The 
trouble is that we could not at this time 
produce the record of the vote in the As- 
sembly on the matter.” 

Other members of the committee declared 
that some of the leaders of the organiza- 
tion were trying to save their favorite As- 
semblyman from censure. Senator Ford 
said when interviewed after the meeting: 
**T won’t say a word. I suppose it will all 
come out.’”’ Senator Ford was not pleased 
by the action of the committee in not adopt- 
ing his resolution of censure.

QW PHILIPPINES ARMY 


His Criticism of Various Con- 


ditions Made Public. 


He Treats of Instances of Cruelty Re- 
ported to Him-——Bureau Chiefs 
at Washington Dissent 
From His Opinions. 


WASHINGTON, April 27.—Observations 
of and conclusions reached by Lieut. Gen. 
Welson A. Miles on his tour of the Philip- 
pines last year were made public by the 


_War Department to-dey, his report, dated 


Feb. 19, being given out. It was the in- 
tention of Sécretary Root to keep this 
document from publicity, as he holds that 
officers should.be able to make confiden- 
tia! statements in such reports, and there- 
fore they should not be published. 

As there has been a demand for the con- 
clusions. of Gen. Miles, attended by alle- 
gations that-he has revealed conditions not 
brought out at investigations, however, 
the Secretary asked Gen. Miles if he would 
Gen. Miles gave 
his consent, and so Secretary Root made 
the report public. 

Gen, Miles treats of conditions surround- 
ing the army in the Philippines, of its 
treatment of the people in its campaigns, of 
the Moro campaign in particular, and 
makes recommendations for the benefit of 
the soldiers. He enters into the charges of 
cruelty that have been made against va- 
tious officers and soldiers, and expresses 
the opinion that in some cases there is 
proof of outrages, with no sufficient pun- 
ishment as a result. 

With the report Secretary Root gave out 
the comments of several of the Army Bu- 
reau chiefs on various features of it. These 
chiefs take issue with Gen. Miles on va- 
rious points. 

CONCLUSIONS OF GEN. MILES. 

The more important observations and 
recommendations of Gen, Miles are as fol- 
lows: 

“The general condition of the troops in 
the archipelago was creditable to them- 


#elves and to the country. The officers 
and soldiers made a good appearance. 

“The éffect of the climate is a most se- 
rious detriment to the service. The men

sick, 1,415. 

“As the result of my observations it is 
my pasement that the discontinuance of 
the liquor feature of the canteen has been 
beneficial to the army. Now that the temp- 
tation has been removed from the imme- 
diate presence of the young men of the 
army, they are less likely to indulge in the 
use of liquor. 

“The number of troops that will be re- 
quired. to occupy the Philippine Islands is 
still problematical. While it is claimed 
, that the poovse are pacified, evidences of 
hostility toward American sovereignty are 
apparent. The newspapers published in 
both Spanish and English contain almost 
daily accounts of hostilities, depredations, 
or disturbances of the peace.

Caulfield, 
Philippine Scouts, to take eight prisoners 
out into the country, ‘and that if they did 
not guide him to the camp of the insurgent 
Ouison he was not to bring them back. It 
Was stated that the men were taken out 
and that they either did not ‘or could not 
do as directed. 

‘One of the men, who had a son among 
the scouts, was spared, but the others were 
separated into two parties, numbering thre® 
or four, respectively, and while tied to- 


gether were all murdered by being shot or 
bayoneted to death, some being in a kneel- 
ing position at that time. The pretense 
was made that they were killed while at- 
tempting to escape, but, so far as I kaow, 
no official report was ever made of the 
circumstance. These facts have been re- 
ported by Major Watts, who investigated 
the case. Besides Lieut. Caulfield, Civilian 
Scouts Ramos, Preston, Corn, and Mc- 
Keen were participants. 

“At Calbayog, Samar, it was reported 
that several men in that district had been 
subjected to water torture. I saw three 
men who had been subjected to this treat- 
ment. One was the Presidente of the town, 
Mr. .Rozales, who showed me long, deep 
scars on his arm, which he said were caused 
by the cords with which he was bound 
cutting into his flesh. 

‘“*The second man was named José Borja, 
and the third was Padre José Diaznes, who 
stated he was one of three priests who 
had been subjected to torture by the troops 
under command of Lieut. Gaojot, Tenth 
Cavalry; that his front teeth had peen 
knocked out, which was apparent; that he 
was otherwise maltreated, and robbed of 
$300. It was stated that these priests were 
teken out to be killed, and were only saved 
by the prompt action of Major Carrington, 
First Infantry, who sent out for them. 

** Lieut. Gaujot was tried, pleaded guilty, 
and was given the trivial sentence of three 
months’ suspension from command, for- 
feiting $50 per month for the same period. 
His pleading guilty prevented all the facis 
and circumstances being developed. 

“It appears that Major Glenn, Lieut. 
Conger, and a party of assistants and na- 
tive scouts were moved from place to place 
for the purpose of extorting statements by 
means of torture, and it became so notori- 
ous that this party was called ‘ Glenn's 
brigade.’ Whether it was possible for offi- 
cers to be engaged in such acts without the 
personal knowledge of the General upon 
whose staff they were serving at the time, 
namely, Brig. Gen, Hughes, I leave for oth- 
ers to conjecture. 


MANY OTHER CASES REPORTED.

“TI found that with certain officers the 
impression prevails that such acts were 
justifiable, and I felt it my duty, in order 
to correct such erroneous and dangerous 
impression, and to prevent the possibility 
ot such acts being committed in the tuture 
which must impair the good name of Amer- 
ican arms and bring discredit to our serv- 
ice for all time, to address to the division 
commander a letter of instructions.”’ 

Then follows an order addressed to the 
commanding General of the Philippines, un- 
der date of Feb. 28, 1903, in which Gen. 
Miles calls attention to the reports of atro- 
cities and directs that any orders or cir- 
culars of personal instruction which would 
inspire or encourage any act of cruelty be 
annulled. The order says that ‘‘ the excuse 
that the unusual conditions justify the 
measures herein condemned are without 
foundation.”’ 

Continuing his report to the Secretary, 
Gen. Miles directs attention to the acts of 
reconcentration by Gen. Bell, and declares 
that they were in direct violation of the 
law. He holds that the law was also vio- 
lated in handling and buying large onanti- 
ties of rice, which was sold at a profit. 

The people who were in the reconcentra- 
tion camp were, says Gen. Miles, ‘‘ consid- 
ered prisoners of war, but were compelled 
to buy food from those who held them at 
a large profit.’”’ Gen. Miles characterizes 
this as unprecedented. He speaks of the 
magnitude of the transaction, which in- 
volved 21,000,000 pounds of rice and other 
supplies, at a cost of $306,320. 

He says that ‘‘an extraordinary feature 
of this transaction”’ is that the action 
was disapproved by a division commander, 
who assumed command, and who turned 
the matter over to the civil authorities, and 
that it has been carried on under an act of 
the Philippine Commission. 


MOROS EASY TO SUBDUE. 


Of the Moros, Gen. Miles says: 

“The problem of reducing or controlling 
these people in case of continued hostilities 
does not appear to be a difficult one. They 
are very poorty armed, and have no means 
of withstanding our mountain artillery and 
field mortars. Their forts possess but 
slight resisting power, and easily can be 
destroyed by modern artillery.” 

Of the road to Lake Lanao, he says: 
“At the time of my visit there were 600 
of our men at work on this road. The heat 
was intense, and there were at the time 
70 men sick, and some 200 men on sick re- 
port. Heavy timbers were being cut, and 
in every respect a road of a permanent 
character was being constructed. 

** Unless there be some great military ne- 
cessity—and I know of none—this work 
should not be performed by troops. I was 
informed that the Moros had made prop- 
ositions to furnish the necessary men. 
There appeared to be very great dissatis- 
faction and just ground for complaint. I 
was informed that’ no men can be re-en- 
listed at this point. The performance of 
such labor by troops, unless absolute mili- 
tary necessity exists for it, is wrong and 
contrary to law.’’ 

It is understood that a reply has been re- 
ceived from Gen. Hughes, who was com- 
manding in the Philippines, and is one of 
the officers to whom Gen. Miles refers in 
his report. It was not made public at the 
War Department and little regarding it 
could be learned. Gen. Miles, however, who 
had been furnished copies of the replies of 
the different bureau officers, sent each a 
note of a few lines stating that the replies 
to his comments on affairs in the Philip- 
pines were all of a gentlemanly character, 
save that of Gen. Hughes. 


REPLIES OF BUREAU CHIEFS. 
Portions of the report were sent to va- 
rious chiefs for comment. As to the charges 
of cruelty, Judge Advocate Davis, in a 
letter to the Secretary of War, says: 
“The incidents which are set forth in 


the inclosed special report have been made 
the subject of special investigations. In 
some instances these have been conducted 
by courts-martial, and their findings and 
sentences have been duly promulgated in 
orders. In others the inquiries have been 
intrusted to Inspectors or to officers desig- 
nated for that purpose by the commanding 
General in the Philippines. 

“Where administrative action has been 
called for as a result of such investigations 
it has been taken by the proper military 
commander, if the parties continued Avithin 
his jurisdiction. In other cases the/matter 
has been submitted to the department, with 
a view to a resort to such punitive remedial 
orders as were deemed appropriate, and 
these representations have resulted in a 
number of court-martial trials. 

*“As to some phases of these inquiries, 
the investigations are not yet complete, 
and a reference of the yevers to the Philip- 
pine Islands or to officers who are now 
serving in the United States has been 
necessary.”’ 

He discusses at some length the distribu- 
tion of rice in the provinces of Batangab 
and Cavite. It is explained that in order 
to restore civil order and to provision the 
people in the concentration camps it was 
determined by Gen. Bell, with the ap- 
proval of the commanding General, that 

urchases of rice should be made by the 
Bubsistence Department, the latter to be 
reimbursed by the military government. 

Upon this point Gen. Davis says: “ The 
measures resorted to were dictated by mili- 
tary necessity. They were undertaken with 
the approval of the local military comman- 
der, and were calculated to meet an emer- 
gency of impending famine in such a-way 
as to relieve actual distress without pau: 
perizing the native population and without 
casting the burden of their support upoi 
the insular treasury when public order has 
been restored and the provinces relegated 
to civil control. ; 

‘As the distress increased after the miit- 
tary ation had terminated, and the 
demand for relief continu without gub- 

ntial ahatement, the balance of profits 
actruing from the sales of rice by the mili- 
tary government was transferred to the in- 
sular treasury and epplied by’ the civil 
vernment to the relief.of the widespread

CANNOT SUPPLY FRESH BEEF. 


On the recommendation that beef on the 
hoot be supplied to the troops in the Phil- 
ippines, Commissary General J. F. Weston 
says: 

‘‘In my judgment it is not a feasible or 
economical plan, and there should be no de- 
parture from the present system of supply- 
ing frozen’ beef.’’ Gen. Weston says his of- 
fice has never received any complaint about 
frozen beef, but, on the contrary, uniiorm 
commendation. 7 

“ Native beef is out of question, even if it 
were possible to procure it,” he adds, ‘‘ and 
there would be danger in using it besides, it 
being poor, stringy, and tough, but the rin- 
derpest practicaily destroye the native 
cattle. The experiment of brifiging in cat- 
tle was tried, and, as stated by Col. Wood- 
ruff, was an absolute failure.”’

GEN. - CHAFFEE IN REPLY. 


He Is Ready to Answer for the Con- 
centration Plan and the Sale 
of Rice. 


Major Gen. Adna R. Chaffee, recently in 
chief command of the American forces in 
the Philippines, and at present command- 
ing the Department of the East, with head- 
quarters on Governors Island, was shown 
extracts from Lieut. Gen. Miles’s report to 
Secretary Root yesterday afternoon. 

‘‘The only part of it that interests me,” 
safi Gen. Chaffee, “is that about the dis- 
tribution of food in Bell's district in 
Batangas, and I would like to know 
whether or not he means to say we stole 
anything. At any rate, I will say that I 
am responsible for that order. 

‘There was a serious condition of affairs 
existing in Batangas at the time, and we 
decided on a concentration policy to put 
down the insurrection. These people were 
concentrated in camps, in which streets 
were laid out, every attention given to 
the proper sanitation of them; and capable 
physicians assigned to look after the 
health of those concentrated in them, I 
may add that we didn’t lose even a single 
child during the existence of tha camps. 

“Of course, those people had to be fed, 
and it is in relation to the method applied, 
and to which Gen. Miles refers, that I am 
going to talk. The rice was purchased after 
a consultation I had with Gen. Bell. Gen. 
Bell assured me that the money required 
to procure the food would certainly be re- 
turned to the insular treasury, and it was. 

“Concerning the profits, we charged a 
profit of 25 cents on every 133 pounds. 
This was on the actual purchasing price, 
not the added cost of transportation, &c., 
that expense being borne by the army. But 
let me add another thing, that 25 cents 
profit did not go into the insular coffers. 
Instead, it was levied for the purpose of, 
and so used, to purchase rice for the pov- 
erty stricken and destitute, not in the con- 
centration camps. 

“The point of the whole thing appears 
ta be that I used Government funds to pur- 
chase this rice. That was an unusual pro- 
cedure, but it was made necessary by an 
unusual situation. When the concentra- 
lion camps were dispersed, and I was suc- 
ceeded in command by Gen. Davis, there 
were many natives yet who were in need 
of sustenance, and Gen. Davis went to the 
civil government for funds to purchase the 
food for them. This was done to save the 
people from the extortionate prices charged 
by the dealers. 

“As for what I did in the case, I am per- 
fectly willing to let them take my neck if 
they want to. If anybody, wants to make 
any trouble because I took care of thou- 
sands of destitute people out there, well, 
they can do it. 

‘““As for the other cases referred to by 
Gen. Miles, I do not know much about 
them, for I was not in command at the 
time. The case of Lieut. Gauiot of the 
Tenth Cavalry, that happened before my 
time, and the officer was court-mar- 
tialed and found guilty, Other cases re- 
ferred to were also before my time or after 
it. The Major Glenn case, you will remem- 
her, has been referred to several times by 
the newspapers.”’ 


VIGOROUS CAMPAIGN SUCCEEDS. 


Rizal, Bulacan, and Cavite Pacified— 
Attention Now to be Given 
to Albay. 


MANILA, April 27.—Rizal, Bulacan, and 
Cavite have apparently been pacificed, as 
a result of the vigorous campaign of the 
scouts and constabulary. Extensive pre- 
cautions have been taken to guard against 
brigandage. It is estimated that 200 of 


the enemy were killed during the opera- 
tions. 

The conditions in Albay are unsatisfact- 
ory, and the Government is organizing an- 
other campaign. Surigao, Mindanao, is now 
orderly, and the troops will soon be with- 
drawn, 

The Misamis movement is not important. 
The trouble there largely resulted from re- 
ports that all the American troops were to 
be withdrawn from the islands. 


ANXIETY IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


American Officer Writes of Conditions 
Which Indicate a Renewal of 
Hostilities. 


A letter received in this city yesterduy 
from an officer in the Philippines -2on- 
tained much information pertaining to con- 
ditions in the islands. Concerning the Me- 
jor Glenn court-martial, the writer says: 

“The case stirred up an immense amount 
of feeling out here, which was not con- 
fined to the army and navy. Gen, Davis, 
in reviewing the case, landed pretty heavy 
on the court, and The Manila American in 
turn landed pretty hard on the General. 
The Civil Governor persuaded him to bring 
a libel suit against The American and the 
case has just been decided against ithe pa- 
er, 

“They are now going to try Lieut. Lee 
of the Tenth Infantry down in Mindanao 
for killing some natives, but this trial was 


ordered before the Glenn case was finished, 
Since then I am told on pretty good au- 


real suffering. The effect of this policy 
has been to lead the natives not to hustle 
to look after their crops, and it is a quer- 
tion whether next year we will not have to 
import just twice as much Government 
rice for them. Then, too, the Government 
paid ‘the highest prices on record for rice 
in China and also the most = outragevus 
charges for bringing it here, and, after ell, 
they dearned that they had bought much 
that was already worthless. 

“There is another element that is cans- 
ing some anxiety,’’ the letter concludes, 
“and that is the American idlers hanging 
around all of the towns over here. These 
men were, many of them, left over by wor- 
der of the Division Commander hecause 
they have native common-law wives, aud 


| now they have no work and cannot rvii- 


list, so very naturally they resort to ail 
sorts of petty thefts to get the very neces- 
sities of life. As yet they’ have not done 
much harm, but the future may develop 
from this very class the leaders for the 
next uprising.”’ 


CHOLERA IN PHILIPPINES. 


Threatens to Spread Over Luzon—The 
Bubonic Plague Gaining Ground. 


MANILA, April 27.—Cholera again is 
threatening the Island of Luzon. The bad 
outbreak in the Camarines is apparently 
spreading northward. The Cagayan Villey is 
infected, and it is feared the epidemic will 


extend over all the islands. Past epidemics 
have generally lasted more than three 
years, 

There have been 101 cases of bubonic 
plague, mostly among the natives and Chi- 
nese, in Manila since January, and ‘the 
plague is apparently gaining ground. 


MAGISTRATE TIGHE’S DEFENSE. 


Argument on the Application of Anti- 
Policy Society for His Removal 
from Office in Brooklyn. 


The Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court for the Second Department, - sitting 
in Brooklyn yesterday, heard argument in 
the proceedings begun by the Anti-Policy 
Society, of which Capt. F. Norton God- 
dard is the head, to have Magistrate James 
G. Tighe of Brooklyn removed from office. 

The petition declared that the Magis- 
trate “‘ willfully, wrongfully, unjustly, and 
fraudulently failed to perform his duties as 
a Magistrate’’ by his action in discharging 
several men who were brought before him 
and accused of conducting policy games. 
Subsequently eight of the discharged pris- 
oners were indicted. George Esmis pleaded 
guilty and paid a fine of $1,000. 

Charles E. Blaney, attorney for the so- 
ciety, declared yesterday that the Magis- 
trate had either been stupid or that he 
willfully misstated the law for the purpose 


of putting the complaining witnesses in a 
false position, 

Wilham J. Carr appeared for Magistrate 
Tighe, and referred to his thirty years of 
honorable service at the bar and eleven 
years of service as Police Magistrate, In 
the case under investigation, Mr. Carr said, 


' the Magistrate heard the evidence and de- 


! ofticer 


cided that no case had been made against 
the thirteen prisoners. The complaint 
alleged that the discharge was predicated 
alone on the illegality of the arrest, and 
that in doing that the Magistrate had either 
made a mistake, or had wilfully misinter- 
preted the law and thus violated his oath 
of office. 

‘This court,’’ Mr. Carr continued, “ has 
always held that a judicial error is .not 
sufficient to cause the calling of a judfcial 

before this court to question his 
competency. This court and the Court of 
Appeals have been constituted for the pur- 
pose of reviewing decisions in which error 
is alleged to have been made. There has 
been so much stirring up of the waters re- 
cently over the right to arrest that there 
is certainly no unanimity of opinion on 
that question. 

“The man who makes this complaint 
and who arrests everybody all ove the 
City of New York without warrant has a 
right to complain. The fact that his con- 
duct in this regard has never béen quies- 
tioned may make him feel that. he has this 
right. Whatever they do in Manhattan, 
over here, in Brooklyn, sometimes might 
is right and Geciataee are given as judicial 
officers see the right."’ 

The attorneys will submit briefs to-day. 


UNIVERSITY HEIGHTS WATER. 


Suggestion That Filters: Be Placed in 
College. and Boarding Houses— 
Dean Haskins’s Successor. 


At the quarterly meeting of the Council 
of the New York University yesterday af- 
ternoon in the University Building the 
resignation of Charles A. Gardiner as a 
member of the Council was received and 
accepted, he having accepted membership 
in the State Board of Regents. -

A report was received from a special 
committee that was appointed to consider 
the subject of water supply at University 
Heights, the precautionary measure having 
in. view the recent epidemic of typhoid in 
Ithaca and among the students of Cornell 
University.

Since the University College was estab- 
lished at the Heights nine years ago no 
death has occurred in the student com- 
munity, nor, so far as is known; has any 
student contracted seridus, illness while 
there.

The Four Cohans Score a Hit at 
the Fourteenth Street. 


Farce Acting of a High Order, a Thor- 
oughly Good Company, and a 
Pretty Ballet. 


Who are the Four Cohans; where have 
they come from, and why has it taken them 
so long to arrive? WY¥en the curtain rang 
down last night on the first act at the 
Fourteenth Street Theatre the band of first 
nighters, jaded with the end of the season 
feeling, and with memories of ‘ Spotless 
Town," rubbed their eyes and wondered 
where they could be. It seemed like-a 
fabled land, a land where theatrical farce 
was farcical, where theatrical fun was 
funny. There wer,jeven times when com- 
edy music ohimetiion the verge of, being 
musical. The audience was manifestly 
friendly, and had bought out a gross of 
florist shops; but the laughter that rip- 
pled over it and at times turned it into one 
large convusion, was not ordered in ad- 
vance, and bore no neatly tied ribbon. It 
came straight from the midriff. 

It will not do, perhaps, to say that the 
play would ever achieve the hallmark of 
a triumphal Broadway success. In some 
indescribable manner it bears the vestibule 
mark of the outer fringe of the theatrical 
world. But from the South Pole of the 
Flatiron Building to the North Pole of the 
Searecrow of Os there are not two shows 
that afford those who appreciate farcical 
acting such an opportunity for irresistible 
laughter. ‘Running for Office’’ should 
be a success of the first magnitude. If it 
had appeared at Christmas it would have 
good chance of lasting out the 


stood 
season. 

The story is banai enoughe A widower 
has married a widow, and neither has toid 
the other that he has a child.

What makes the fun is the acting. The 
two men Cohans, father and son, are = 
the most par, as quiet and naturalistic 
their methods as if they had been brought 
up in the school of James J. Herne, a fact 
which in itself, considering the scenes in 
which they move, is the cause of much 
amusement. And when, in the whirlwind of 
farcical complication, they rise to the 
heights of grotesque exaggeration, the ef+ 
fect is irresistible. The wives of father 
and son are schooled in the same admir- 
able manner, and all four work together 
with thoroughly trained intelligence. 

It is the paternal Cohan, with erey hair 
and the face of a professional gentleman, 
Jerry J. by name, who is running far of- 
tice. He is the temperance candidate, and 
to the great joy of the gallery, he finds 
solace for the aridity of his platform in 
the oasis of the decanter. His name is 
Tiger, a fact which in itself is half the bat- 
tle for popularity on Fourteenth Street. 
When he announces with dry cynicism 
(wetted, however, by many a wet) that he 
has bought a prohibition vote for a dollar 
and a half, the suffrages of his audience 
are his. Chauncey himself, When he takes 
the centre of the stage and shouts, ‘‘I am 

2»n honest man, and not the King of Eng- 
land himself can bribe me,” does not arouse 
greater enthustasm. 

But it is the younger Cohan (George M.) 
who makes most of the fun. He is as quiet 
and speechless as William Gillette at his 
most tobacconated, and he has a walk that 
is as awkward as that of a mechanical toy, 
and much funnier. In the second act he 
sings a topical song describing what he 
would do if he were Mr. Morgan, which 
seemed as if sent by a special providence to 
take the place of the Jonah Man of ‘In 
Dahomey.’’ He is nominated in the play- 
bill as author of both the book and the 
music, and seems in every way remarkable. 

As a Yankee constable, Peter F. Randall 
is dry and comical. As a political heeler, 
Hugh Mack presents a capitally pronounced 
Tammany type. Jo Smith Marba has the 
part of a German youth of a thoroughly 
Weberfieldian type, and all the more amus- 
ing. Ethel Levy dances airily, and the 
choruses have more than the usual spright- 
lineéss and good looks. ‘‘ Running for Of- 
fice”’ is distinctly a Fourteenth Street 
show, but it is one of the best of its kind 
and the acting is not to be surpassed any- 
where.

KING EDWARD IN ROME 


Iimense Crowds Cheer British 
Monarch Enthusiastically. 


tte and King Victor Emmanuel Embrace 
at the Railway Station—Decorations 
on a Scale of Lavish Splendor. 


ROME, April 27.—King Edward arrived 
here from Naples this afternoon and was 
received by King Victor Emmanuel, who 
escorted the visiting sovereign through the 
densly packed streets. Their Majesties re- 
ceived a great popular ovation. 

King Edward, who was standing on the 
platform of his railroad car when the train 
reached the station, descended alone, al- 
most before the train stopped. King Victor 
Bmmanuel stepped quickly forward, and 
the two monarchs embraced and kissed 
each other four times, the Italian King 
saying quite audibly in English: 

“I welcome you with all my heart to 
Rome.”’ 

The crowds along the route followed by 
the Kings numbered 400,000,,including be- 
tween 10,000 and 12,000 British and a great 
many Americans, as shown by the num- 
ber of Stars and Stripes displayed. The 
members ox the Diplomatic Corps not being 
among those who welcomed King Edward 
at the station, the Ambassadors, Ministers, 
and other foreign officials witnessed the 
passage ofthe cortége from various points 
of vantajre.” United States Ambassador 
Meyer and his family had a balcony in the 
middle of the Via Nazionale. It was deco- 
rated with American colors. 

The centre of the American manifesta- 
tion was at the American Episcopal Church, 
St. Paul’s, which was decorated with 
American and Italian flags. The church 
being on the route of the procession, the 
rector, Dr. Nevin, had a large stand rect- 
ed, where about eighty guests, including 
the Rev. Dr. Edward Walpole Warren of 
New York, the Rev. Dr Merrill of Middle- 
town, Conn.; Coi. Goddard of Providence, 
Ri I., and William Potter, a brother of 
Bishop Potter of New York, were seated. 

When the two sovereigns approached the 


church they were pleasantly greeted by 
hearing the chimes of the church play 
“God Save the King,’ followed by the 
italian royal march. King Edward recog- 
nized the courtesy of the Americans by 
saluting and smiling. 

The most imposing moment of the recep- 
tion was shortly after King Edward en- 
tered the Quirinal. The plaza helow was 
nes with 50,000 poops. who acclaimed 

Majesty frantically, until he was obliged 


to appear twice on a balcony, with Queen | 


Helena on his fright and King Victor 
Emmanuel on his left, and surrounded by 
Ttalian Princes. The spectacle which met 
the eyes of King Edward was really grand. 
At his feet was the excited populace of 
Rome, voiting the sentiments of all Italy. 
Against the horizon on his right was the 
colossal dome of St. Peter’s, glistening 
under the flaming rays of the setting sun, 
while frowning above was the historic Jani- 
culum Hill, with the statue of the national 
hero, Garibaldi. In front was the Tower of 
Nero, and to the left the ruins of ancient 
‘Rome. King Edward, by his gestures, 
clearly expressed the deepest appreciation 
of the significance of the scene. 

Aftér a short rest at the Quirinal, King 
Edward re-entered his carriage, and, es- 
corted by cuirassiers, he visited the Queen 
Mother, and then returned to the palace. 
Later he went to the British Embassy, 
where he remained until 7 o’clock, holding 
a reception for the English residents of 
Rome. After this function he returned to 
the Quirinal and dined with the King and 
Queen of Italy. The dinner was a private 
function, being described as a strictly fam- 
ily repast. 

All along the thoroughfares to the Queen 
Mother’s residence, to the embassy, and 
back to the Quirinal, the streets were lined 
with enormous crowds, who wildly cheered 
the British sovereign. The ovation was 
continuous. 

Seldom before had the city been so sump- 
tuously adorned. The decoration of the 
streets and public and private buildings 
Was on a scale of lavish splendor, and was 
carried out under the direction of Signor 
Bifarielie, the sculptor, and Signor Mata- 
lome, the painter. Their plan of decoration 
carriedfout the idea of fétes commemorat- 
ing the peace of the world, Italy, as the 
birthplace of the fine arts and poetry, 
Welcoming the royal and imperial guest. 
Along the route of the cortége there had 
been erected huge pillars topped with Ro- 
Man eagles and garlanded with flowers 
and vines. At the commencement of the 
Via Naziondle was a ball, twenty feet in 
diameter, surrounded with laurel and myr- 
tie. At the sides of this large sphere were 
symbolic representations of the .fine arts, 
music, the sciences, and agriculture, All 
the length of the Via Nazionale the British 
and Italian coats of arms were seen. 

Along the via del Quirinale the pillars 
Were supported by figures emblematic of 
victory. The palace exedra was richly or- 
namented with flags and draperies.

M. Henard Suggests a Boulevard on an 

Entirely New Plan to Surround 

the City.

LONDON, April 28.—The demolition of 
the Paris fortifications, says The Times's 
correspondent in the French capital, will 
place in the hands of the municipal au- 
thorities a considerable extent of build- 
ing land. M. Henard, the architect, sug- 
gests the construction of a broad, hand- 
some’ thoroughfare on an entirely new 
principle, skirting the city. He proposes 
to avoid the monotony of a straight line 
of street frontages, substituting a “ bou- 
levard in redan triangies,” on which the 
houses would be’ built zigzag or in saw- 
tooth form. The spaces between the pro- 
jecting angles would be filled with 
_. groups of trees. This end would be at- 

tained by arranging the building line 

diagonally. \ 

M. Henard maintains that the system 
would give a considerably larger front- 
age and increased light and air, while

JEWISH MASSACRE DENOUNCED. 


East Side Mass Meeting Plans to Help 
Victims of Russians in Kishinev,

A mass meeting of east side Jews was 
held in the synagogue at 316 East Fourth 
Street last evening to protest against the 
massacre of the Jews in Kishinev, Russia, 
last week. The meeting was presided over 
by Samuel Dorf, Grand Master of the Order 
Brith Abraham, and the speakers were 
Representative Henry M. Goldfogle, Jacob 
De Haas, Secretary of the American Zion- 
ists, and the Rev. Philip Jaches. All of the 
speakers denounced in unmeasured terms 
the treatment of Jews in Russia, laying 
special emphasis on the recent massacre. 
Mr. Goldfogle’*said that he would not be 
surprised if the Government at*Washington 
took cognizance of the outrage, since it 
was deplored and condemned by all Amer- 
icans, without regard to race or creed, 

The meeting was called by the Jewish 
Daily News, which publication yesterday 


afternoon received the following special 
cable dispatch concerning the massacre: 
ST. PETERSBURG, April 25.—(Taken across 
the border for transmission in order to escape 
the censor.)—The anti-Jewish riots in Kishinev, 
Bessarabia, are worse than the censor will permit 
to publish. There War a well laid-out plan for 
the general massacre of Jews on the day follow- 
ing the Russian Easter. The mob was led by 
priests, and the general cry, ‘‘ Kill the Jews,’’ 
was taken’up all over the city. The Jews were 
taken wholly unaware and were slaughtered like 
sheep. The dead number 120 and the injured 
about 500. The scenes of horror attending this 
massacre are beyond description. Babes were 


literally torn to pieces by the frenzied and blood- . 


thirsty mob. The local police made no attempt 
to check the reign of terror. At sunset the 
streets were piled with corpses and wounded. 
Those who could make their escape fled in ter- 
ror, and the city is now practically deserted of 
Jews. 

Just as in the riots of 1880-1881 there is a 
popular belief among the Russian peasants that 
the Czar decreed the slaughtering of Jews, 

The immediate cause of the riot, however, is 
the ritual murder accusation against the Jews in 
Dubosary, Government of Kherson. Immediate 
relief is wanted, 

Resolutions denouncing the outrages 
against the Jews, and the attitude of the 
Russian Government in reference 'to them, 
were adopted. Then at the instance of Mr. 
Dorf a committee of business men was ap- 
pointed to solicit subscriptions for the relief 
of the victims in Kishinev. 


THE PENRHYN QUARRY DISPUTE 


LONDON, April £8.—In the House of 
Commons yesterday the Right Hon. H. H. 
Asquith (Liberal, ex-Home Secretary,) 
moved a ote of censure, condemning the 
inaction of the Government in the Bethes- 
da quarries dispute, and declaring that in 
the opinion of the House the prompt in- 
tervention of the Government was impera-

Sir William Vernon Harcourt (Liberal) 
pointed out that of 2,800 men who struck 
threé years ago at thé quarries only a few 
had accepted their employers’ terms.

ELEVEN DIE IN TRAIN WRECK. 


Twenty-five Others Injured, Four Fatal- 
ly, on the Missouri Pacific in 
Kansas. 


BUFFALO, Kan., April .27.—A _ north- 
bound Missouri stock train crashed ‘into 
the rear end of a work train just north of 
this town ‘last evening.

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THE RIGHTS OF A CITIZEN SOLDIER. 


Certain curious delusions to 
nature of militia service which have re- 
cently become rife in this country are 


slowly being pricked. In Troy and in 


other communities in this State, labor 
organizations have assumed the right to 


as che 


expel from their unions members who en- 
rolled themselves in the National Guard. 
The Legislature before its adjournment 
passed and sent to the Governor a bill 
forbidding such attempts to restrain en- 
rolilment in the militia service. In 
case of any qualified person service in 
the National Guard is a privilege which 
may not be lawfully abridged by any one. 
In certain circumstances it might be a 
duty the performance of which it would 
be seditious to obstruct. The Legislature 
wery properly made interference with the 
privilege of enrollment a statutory of-

fense. 

During the anthracite coal 
member of the Pennsylvania militia was 
ordered to keep all persons away from a 
certain house which the strikers had et- 
tempted to destroy with dynamite. The 
orders of the guard were to halt persons 
who approached the house, to order them 
away, and to fire upon them if they dis- 
obeyed. One DuRHaAM paid no attention 
to the guard’s order and was fired upon. 
The guard, WADSWORTH by name, was 
arrested, and by consent of the military 
authorities proceedings for a civil trial 
were begun. On a writ of habeas corpus 
the Supreme Court of Pennsylvania has 
now by its decision affirmed the right 
of a militiaman to obey the orders of his 
commander, even if he is ordered to 
shoot; and he must be held free from 
civil prosecution therefor: It will, of 
course, be open to military authority to 
put him on trial if there is reason to be- 
lieve that he has been overzealous or 
done any unsoldierly thing. 

Any other decision in the case of 
‘WADSWORTH would have been an absurd- 
ity. Had the Supreme Court permitted 
him to go to trial for manslaughter all 
orders issued to Pennsylvania militiamen 
in future, if they involved the contin- 
gency of using ball 
necessarily have had to be accompanied 
by an indemnity bond with two sureties 
issued to each militiaman to secure him 
against the possible civil consequences of 
obeying. 

In short, the National Guard of New

Cana- 
da claimed, and quite correctly, that she 
had not discriminated against Germany, 
ahd was ready at any moment to let in 
German goods at as low a rate as the 
British if Germany would reduce her 
tariff on Canadian goods as low. as is the 
English tariff. That is perfectly fair, 
and a complete answer to the German 
argument. But it does not change the 
fact that higher duties on German im- 
ports into Canada must injure the Cana- 
dian consumer. It is in fact upon the 
back of the consumer, either Canadian 
or German, that the whacks of the con- 
tending Governments fall. 


GEN. MILES ON THE PHILIPPINES. 

The interest of Gen. MILES’s report on 
atrocities alleged to have been commit- 
ted by American officers in the Philip- 
pine Islands is mainly psychological.

If it he said that the animus of 


army officers gives them a bias which 
tends to discredit theif conclusions upon 
such questions it may be answered that 
it does not appear to be stronger than 
the opposite bias which Gen. MILEs took 
with him, and which appears to have 
carried him to his conclusions before be- 
ginning his investigations.

ICE WATER. 

The plans of the Moderation Society 
for the free distribution of ice water in 
this city during the coming Summer 
months are the outgrowth of humane im- 
pulses which are highly creditable to 
the good men and women identified with 
this movement. Whether the value of 
their work could not be greatly increased 
by an effort to inculcate moderation in 
the use of ice water in warm weather is 
a question which we hope it will be pos- 
sible to discuss without appearing to be 
out of sympathy with this interesting 
local charity. 

Around the “cup of cold water,” as 
emblematic of charity, much beautiful 
sentiment has been woven. Its “ crystal 
purity” has been the delight of the 
temperance lecturer, and so long as it is 
clear and cold it passes as typical of a 
condition comparable to that of an an- 
gel’s conscience. It seems a pity to dis- 
pel this illusion, since to do so would 
carry down to the limbo of oblivion much 
inspiriting lyric poetry, which Bands of 
Hope and other juvenile organizations 
sing with great enthusiasm. It is unfor- 
tunately true, however, that as Dr, Sepe- 
WICK says in his admirable work on the 
Principles of Sanitary Science in their 
relation to the public health, from the 
point of view of State medicine there is 
no room for doubt that water is one of 
the most dangerous vehicles of disease 
which passes through the gates leading 
into the human body. Unfiltered public 
supplies drawn from rural watersheds 
are usually found swarming with patho- 
genic bacteria. Of what bacteriological 
analysis finds in wells it is impossible to 
speak in polite society. The enlightened 
sanitarian who remembered the well at 
the paternal homestead with its old 
oaken bucket was moved to recast the 
venerable ballad of that name _ with 
ghastly fidelity to truth when he wrote: 
And to tell the sad truth—though I shudder 

to think it— 

I considered that water uncommonly 

clear, 
And often at noon when I went there to 
drink it 

I enjoyed it as much as I now enjoy beer 
How ardent I seized it with hands that 

were grimy, 

And quick to the mud-covered bottom it 
isis aati with nitrates and nitrites, and 

slimy 

With monads and microbes, it rose from 

the well. 

Nor is ice any better than unfrozen 
water. The old idea that in the process 
of congelation water. purifies itself, 
throwing off bacteria and other danger- 
ous intrusive matter, was long ago ex- 
ploded by the researches of the bacte- 
riologists. The number of epidemics 
traced to pathogenic bacteria in ice 
leaves no room for doubt that it may be 
very dangerous, and since Prof. Buywip 
found 21,000 pathogenic bacteria in a 
melted hailstone, Dr. PRUDDEN’s exami- 
nation of the ice supplied to New York 
in 1887 acquires new significance, 

It cannot be doubted that the ice water 
habit, which has taken so firm a hold 
upon Americans, is @ very dangerous 
habit, and one in which the strictest 
temperance may be inculcated with ad- 
vantage. In this matter the Moderation 
Society should set a good example, Its 
free distribution should be of boiled wa- 
ter, cooled moderately by the application 
of ice to the outsides of the vessels con- 
taining it, but not by permitting the 
water of melting ice to mingle with that 
distributed. This would be a charity de- 
veloped along the lines of our present 
knowledge, whereas to distribute un- 
boiled Croton cooled with masses of 
melting ice from no one knows where, 
and encourage overheated workmen and 
panting children to drink it freely, can-

In this connection a word gf caution to 
those who are not likely to patronize

place. The habit is one which may not 

degenerate into a vice, but it may come 
very near to doing so. The person who 
has it and lacks the self-restraint to 
curb its indulgence would do well to ask 


his physician concerning it. He may be- 
lieve what the doctor tells him, which 
will probably be that to drink huge 
draughts of unboiled water chilled by 
commercial ice is so dangerous that no 
sane person would do it unless ignorant 


of its physiological effects or indifferent 
to them. 


IMMIGRATION. 
Immigration at the rate of 100,000 per 


month, which it is expected will be the 


record for April, and which is likely to 
continue and possibly increase as long as 
present conditions last, is not at all an 
unmixed cause for congratulation. Not 
more so is the fact that the total immi- 
gration for the Adee’ ‘ie ending with 


June will approximate a million. The 


largest immigration of any one year 
hitherto was in 1882, when a little less 
than 800,000 were received. The present 
inflow is chiefly from Italy, Austria- 
Hungary, Russia, Finland, and countries 
which lie on the borders of Asia. Very 


little of it is high-class immigration, and 
in spite of the laws for the exclusion of 
criminals, insane persons, incapables, and 
degenerates, it is probable that large 
numbers of such people manage to get in. 

Public opinion respecting immigration 
is changing rapidly in this country, just 
as it is in England. The idea that it is 
our duty to open wide our doors to the 
oppressed of all the world, and that be- 
cause a person is poor and unhappy in 
the country of his birth he may claim 
our National hospitality as a matter of 
right, irrespective of any advantage to 
ourselves from his coming, is no longer 
held by thoughtful persons. On the con- 
trary, the conviction is gaining ground 
that our present immigration laws are 
altogether too lax, and that to make 
them much more stringent would be ad- 
vantageous, The economic aspects of the 
question are somewhat obscure. If 
the labor of these hundreds of thousands 
of relatively unskilled immigrants is 
needed, and shall continue to be needed 
until the movement is checked and those 
already here are absorbed and assimilat- 
ed, they will be of benefit to the country. 
If, on the contrary, it is giving us) a 
supply of unskilled labor in excess of 
our needs, and to find work the late- 
comers must break down the established 
rate of wages, strikes and riots are to be 
expected, and Socialism in its more dan- 
gerous aspects will receive a great im- 
pulse. In a word, the only ground for an 
optimistic view of the present movement 
of the surplus population of Southern 
Europe to this country is in the hope 
that our National prosperity will con- 
tinue for a long time, if not indefinitely, 
The next Congress might find it profit- 
able to deal with this subject in a much 
broader way than has hitherto been at- 
tempted. The judicious restriction of im- 
migration would be a popular measure, 
and it will be surprising if it is not 
seized as an issue in the next Presiden-

RUSSIA’S BREACH OF FAITH. 


Zo the Editor of The New York Times: 

The Eastern question as it affects the 
United States is a serious subject for con- 
templation.

W 
of the East have for so long controlled the 
public opinion that we are a bit liable to 
forget that the public sentiment of this 
country is no longer confined to New York, 
Boston, and Philadelphia. A very little in- 
voutigation will disclose that the West and 
Middle West show a very decided interest 
in this Eastern question, that China and 
Japan occupy a very large part of their 
interests and hopes. This interest will 
show itself to be an aggressive one, and they 
will not sit calmly and see the fruits of 
years of labor thrown aside, because of the 
brazen, dishonest act of Russia in taking 
possession by force of Manchuria. It don't 
require much of a prophet to foresee that 
unless Russia withdraws this Government 
will be forced to take a strong and decided 
stand. 
When Russia took possession of Man- 
churia, giving as her excuse “solely for 
protection of her legation,’’ she began a 
wanton rule of barbaric cruelty rarely if 
ever equaled in history. A peaceful coun- 
try was laid waste, the people murdere 
by the thousands, as many as 5,000 men, 
women, and children—their bodies choking 
up the Amoor River for months to such a 
degree that four months after a steamer 
could not proceed up the river, the dead 
hodies impeding the paddlewheels. tirls 
by the thousands upon the approach of the 
troops committed suicide in the rivers, vol- 
untarily walking unto their death rather 
than submit to the more-to-be-dreaded Rus- 
sian brute, falsely termed soldier. 
And-it is by a decree of a Government 
which permitted (it is said ordered such 
horrors) that this Government of the United 
States is to be unlawfully thrust aside from 
her rights. I hardly think so.

NEW RABBI FOR BETH-EL 


Dr. Samuel Schulman Succeeds Dr. 
Kohler at the Temple. 


Retiring Preacher Leaves There to Be- 


come President of the Hebrew 
Union College. 


The Rev. Dr. Samuel Schulman has been 
chosen as the Rabbi of Temple Beth-El, 
Fifth Avenue and East Seventy-second 


Street, to succeed the Rev. Dr. Kaufmann 


Kohler, President-elect of the Hebrew 
Union College. Dr, Schulman has been for 
four years the co-Rabbi with Dr. Kohler, 
and it had been the understanding that he 
would be the successor. 


Recently the Board of Trustees unani- 


mously resolved to recommend Dr. Schul- 
man to the congregation. The members of 
the board are Lotis Gans, Solomon Sulz- 
berger, Lyman Bloomingdale, Lazarus 
Kohns, Victor Henry, Rothschild, Ferdinand 
Sulzberger, Louis Woolstein, Henry 8S.

Sunday it was unanimously decided to ac- 
cept the recommendation of the board.

Jan. 1, 1904, The interesting fact was de- 


veloped that several of the board that has 
chosen Dr, Schulman chose not only Dr. 


Kohler, but his predecessor, Dr, Hinhorn. 


The news of the choice of the new rabbi 
Was not made public until yesterday. 

The Rev. Samuel Schulman is thirty-eight 
years old. He was born in New York and 
was graduated in the class of ’85 from the 
College of the City of New York, being 
among the ae -grade men. He led his 
class in the languages and philosophy. 
After his graduation he went to Berlin, 
where he studied for four years in the Lib- 
eral School for Jewish Theology, which was 
founded by Geiger. At the Berlin Univer- 
sity he took the philosophical, historical, 
and economic courses. 

Dr. Schulman returned to_the United 
States in the Spring of 1890. He was called 
to Helena, Mon., where he organized a 
Jewish congregation, which in six months 
built a synagogue. Dr. Schulman speft 
three years in Helena, and was then called 
to Kansas City, where he was ve ry active 
and gained a ‘wide reputation through the 
high esteem in which he was held, not 
alone by the people of his own congrega- 
tion, but also by the members of the 
Christian churches of the city. 

He was frequently called to speak in the 
other churches, and was honored by the 
ministers and priests of Kansas City. He 
took an active part in the public affairs 
and life of the community. 

Feur years ago he was called to New 
York to aid Dr. Kohler as a co-rabbi. He 
was at once recognized as an orator, and 
was frequently called upon for public ad- 
dresses. He has not confined his work to 
his church alone, but has been an active 
worker in the various Jewish congrega- 
tions of the city. 

Dr. Schulman, when seen at his home, 
1,144 Park Avenue, last night, expressed 
his gratification at being chosen. He said: 

‘“‘Any man must consider it a great honor 
to be called to the pulpit that has been oc- 
ecupied ‘by Dr. Einhorn, one of the most 
scholarly and eloquent of the reformers 
who used the German language, and by Dr. 
Kohler, with his scholarly attainments. 
Temple Beth-El stands for the principles of 
progressive Judaism. Reformed Judaism 
is preached in it. 

“The principles are those with a firm 
grasp upon the inviduality of Jewish 
thought and Jewish consciousness as they 
speak out of Jewish literature, combined 
with a liberal openness of mind to the de- 
mands of modern science and the conditions 
of modern life. 

“The preaching in Beth-El always has 
been strongly Jewish, and at the same time 
fearlessly progressive, in adapting Juda- 
ism to tts new environment, and this is 
what the congregation stands for. We 
have grown mightly, and continue to grow. 
There are to-day 510 families in our con- 
gregation.” 


DISSENSION IN RED CROSS. 


Suspended Members Issue a Statement 
of Grievances. 


WASHINGTON, April 27.—The twenty- 
three suspended members of the National } 
Red Cross Society have issued to the public 
a statement showing the legal status, as 
they view it, of the Executive Committee, 
of the society which suspended them. They 
deny the right of the committee to suspend 
them. 

In addition the meeting appointed a spe- 
cial committee consisting of Simon Wolf, 
ex-Secretary of the Navy Hilary A. Her- 
bert, Miss Mabel T. Boardman, Mrs. Ellen 
Foster, and B.’H. Warner, to collate all the 
facts at their command to show the 
‘abuses that have been practiced by the 
old management and the unbusinesslike 
manner in which the finances have been 
collected and disbursed.” 

In their statement they declare that the 
new by-laws “ violate the purpose and in- 
tent of the charter granted by Congress 
in that they constitute a system which in- 
vades the chartered rights, if it does not 
practically disfranchise all the members | 
of the association, except the few whom 
the President may appoint on committees; 
and, as one person may serve on several 
committees, it is in the power of the Presi- 
dent to commit all the real power of the 
corporation into the hands of less than 
one-tenth of the membérship. 

““These by-laws which begin by asserting 
the power of the Executive Committee to 
remove the home of the American National 
Red Cross from the District of Columbia, 
in which Cohgress declared it should be, 
and by vesting effectively in one person all 
those powers which Congress intended 
should be exercised by the corporations it 
had named and their successors, with an 
added provision that rendered them prac- 
tically irrepealable. 

‘“‘The extent of our offense is—and the 
new by-laws seem to have been designed to 
punish this offense at present and prevent 
its repetition in the future—that we ven- 
tured to criticise the business methods of 
the society, to insist that these methods 
should be improved, and that there should 
be a more complete accountability, so that 
the philanthropists who give and raise 
moneys for charitable purposes should have 
more implicit faith in the efficiency of our 


organization and make it not only useful 
in relieving the evils of war, but what it 
has not been for some years past, the great, 
practically one, conduit for their donations 
for the mitigation of, in the language of our 
charter, ‘ the sufferings caused by pesti- 
lence, famine, fire, floods, and other great 
National calamities.’ "’ 

The members deny the charge that in 
their efforts to effect,a reorganization of 
the association along businésslike lines 
they are attacking Miss Barton. 

The statement then takes up the circu- 
lar sent out by Francis Atwater, repre- 
senting Miss Barton, in October, 1902, ask- 
ing for ort because the latter was de- 
sirous of havi ng ‘some slight charges ’’ 
made in the by-laws and declares that his 
letter was misleading and that the changes 
made at the December meeting follow ng 
‘were radical and revolutionary.”’ 

“The known misleading effect of Mr. 
Atwater’s letter on the minds of the mem- 
bers who did not attend the meeting but 
could and would have done so if\they had 
known the facts,’ the statement continues, 
‘* the probable effect of the Atwater letter 
in procuring proxies and the conduct of 
the friends of these +o -lawsat the meeting 
when it is claimed they were passed, are 
enough, we submit, when taken all to- 
gether, to invalidate them as a body. 

‘““We therefore insist that we were act- 
ing not against but for the best interests 
of the Red Cross Society when we stated 
to Congress, which gave us our charter,ehow 
that charter had been used. Unless present 
methods are abandoned the society cannot 
retain public eonfidence, which is essential 
to its success.’

DEATH OF JERRY FALVEY. 


Noted Maker of Fishing Rods and Au- 
thority on the Sport Found Dead 
in Workshop. 


Whenever one fisherman met another 
yesterday, “Jerry Falvey is dead,” was 
the first exclamation, for Jerry was known 
to Imost every disciple of Izaak Walton 
in and about New York. 

Jerry was a maker of rods and fittings, 
and furthermore, what he did not know 
about the fishing value of évery stream 
and body of* water hereabouts was Rot 


worth knowing. He also was an inventor 
of some reputation—a genius at devising 
new schemes for deceiving fish and making 
the work of landing them less arduous. 

Then Jerry came to this country from 
Ireland in 1848 he started to work as a 
repairer of fishing tackle in Jabez Crook's 
sporting goods store in Fulton Street, and 
after many years opecee his shop ‘‘ on his 
own hook” at 151 Fulton Street. He con- 
tinuéd to do repairing on delicate jobs for 
the Crooks and work was sent him from 
oo every sporting goods store in the 
city. 

During the Summers Jerry was kept bus 
repairing, but in Winter he manufactured. 
His friends say he made the first split 
bamboo rod, patented a new double reel 
seat, and invented soft rubber artificial 
bait. For peculiarly fine rods and fittings 
men of means sought out Jerry. Grover 
Cleveland was one of the well-known fish- 
ermen who had his work done by the Fulton 
Street maker. 

Jerry married just before the civil war. 
He left his bride and joined the Sixty- 
ninth Regiment. His wife died about twen- 
ty years ago. There were eight children, of 
whom five are living. 

The old man—who was past seventy— 
was last seen on Friday. On Saturday sev- 
eral persons with work to be done went to 
his shop, but found the door locked. Yes- 
terday Richard H. Rogers, who has a shop 
next door, forced the door open. Jerry lay 
dead on his bed. The Coroner said he be- 
lieved death had resulted from apoplexy, 
and that the man had been dead since Fri- 
day night. 


DIED ON A TRAIN. 


William H. Wild Succumbed to Heart 
Disease While on His Way 
to This City. 


POUGHKEEPSIE, April 27~William H. 
Wild, aged forty-two, said to have been in 
business in Wall Street, New York, died of 
heart disease on the Albany filer on the 
New York Central Railroad to-day.

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PHILBIN ON EXPERTS’ REPORT. 


He Declares the Metropolitan’s Reply to 
be Unsatisfactory—Nicoll and Cra- 
vath Confer with Jerome. 


Ex-District Attorney Eugene A. Philbin 
was asked yesterday if he had anything to 
say in regard to the expert accountants’ 
report issued by the President of the Met- 
ropolitan Street Railway Company. The 
experts declared im their report’that Mr. 
Philbin's charges of corporate mismanage- 
ment and improper accounts on .the part 
of the company had no basis in fact. 

“The Metropolitan's reply to my find- 
ings,” said Mr. Philbin, “is not satisfac- 
tory in disposing of the questions raised. 
Messrs. Osborne and Amory. have shown 
how th answer is no answer. I shall con- 
sult with the accountant who has been ad- 
vising me, and after he has reported I shail 
confer with my clients.’ 

Messrs. Osborne, Amory, ‘and Philbih 
Stated that the Metropolitan, in its answer 
to the charges, did not reply to the charge 
of reporting overconstruction nor to the al- 
legations about certain roads being paid 
for more than once. They stated also that 
the company ‘dodged the answer to the 
charge that it asked for $11,000,000 with 
which to pay for Third Avenue. Railroad 
stock two years after such stock had been 
paid for.” 

“They answered nothing at all,” 

Mr. Osborne yesterday. 3 

District Attorney Jerome admitted yes- 
terday that he wrote a note to his former 
law partner, Daniel Nason, demanding that 
the name ‘William Travers Jerome’ 
should be taken off the law office door ut 
55 William Street, but Mr. Jerome’ wou!d 
not discuss further the c¢ ges, in which 
Mr. Nason’s name. has en mentioned. 
The letter about the name was written on 
Friday, the day when Mr. Jerome halted 
the Amory-Vreeland hearing, because it 
had been represented to him that Mr, Na- 
son was sent to see Mr. Amory by William 
H. Page, Jr., of counsel for the Metropoli- 
tan Company. 

What action, if any, Mr. Jerome will take 
on this accusation will be made 
when the hearing is resumed. to-morrow 
morning before Magistrate Barlow in the 
library of the District Attorney's office.

PLAYA DE ORO CHARGES. 


Otis S. Gage Brings a New Action in 
Which He Accuses Fellow- 


Stockholders. 


Now that the suit of Otis S. Gage against 
his fellow-stockholders in the Playa de Oro 
Mining Company for the recovery of $70,- 
000 has been in the courts for some weeks, 
the plaintiff has begun another action in 
which he claims that the defendants, after 
securing an old mortgage of $200,000 on 
the company’s property, acquired all the 
property for themselves without inform- 
ing the majority interests that the mine 
siftings, supposed to be valueless, con- 
tained many millions of dollars’ worth of 
platinum. 

According to the amended complaint in 
the new suit, the defendants, after the 
mine had proved a failure as far as gold 
was concerned, suddenly discovered that 
the vast amount of black sand siftings 
were rich in platinum, more valuable than 
gold. Having made this discovery, says 
the plaintiff, they got hold of the property, 
and the action is to force them to make an 
accounting as to what they have done 
with it. 

Mr. Gage, the plaintiff, is still a Director 
and stockholder. He organized the com- 
pany about thirteen years ago, but turned 
over the greater part of his interests to the 
,organization. It was in consequence of 
this -deal that he brought the first suit. 
charging that the company owed him $50,- 
000, with interest, making an aggregate of 
$70,000. The defendants in the new suit in- 
clude Stuart A. Coats, son of the head of 
the thread manufacturing house of that 
name;~ Daniel C. Stapleton, Charles 
Francklyn, A. R.gand F. V. Morrell, 
Sir Charles R. Hunter. F. V. Morrell is 
the President of the company, but the 
plaintiff claims that he is merely repre- 
senting the Coats interest. The elder Coats 
lives in London, but Stuart A. Coats fs in 
New York most of the time, as is Sir 
Charles Hunter. 

A motion in the suit for $70,000 is to be 
argued in the Supreme Court, Part II., 
Special Term, to-morrow morning. Mr. 
Gage has already secured an attachment 
on the company’s property, and Justice 
Gildersleeve refused the other day to va- 
cate this attachment. 


FERRY BILL APPROVED. 


The Mayor’s Announcement Concerning 
City Ownership of Boats for Staten 
Island and South Brooklyn. 


Mayor Low announced at a public hear- 
ing yesterday that he would approve the 
bill, passed by the Legislature, that allows 
the city to purchase and operate the ferries 
from the Battery to Staten Island, and 
also the ferry from the Battery to Thirty- 
ninth Street, South Brooklyn. 

Dock Commissioner Hawkes, speaking in 
favor of the bill, said it is principally in 
the interest of the people of Staten Island,

Accord- 
ingly the market is being left to itself 
until either the crop of Spring lambs is 
@ little riper, or the franchise decision is 
rendered, or, war is declared over Man- 
churia, or something or anything else 
happens to enable professionals to test 
the temper of outsiders. For the moment 
there is no spontaneous business, and 
only languid discussion of news of not 
first-class importance. The best of the 
day’s developments was encouragement 
regarding ihe labor situation. May day 
now promises to be a day of general set- 
tlement instead of general disputation. 
Doubtless there will be seme thousands 
on strike, but the cases will be sporadic, 
without any general grievance or co-op- 
eration. That is not the sort of strike 
which disquiets Wall Street. The calm 
and orderly settlement of these contro- 
versies reads strangely in contrast with 
the florid denunciation cabled here of 
American labor conditions as seen by 
foreign observers. ‘‘ Industrial America 
is a slaughter house, a Golgotha,” in 
which it is necessary to add, employer 
and employe reach common understand- 
ing with increasing facility. The remark 
to be made upon Atchison’s report that 
expenses absorbed the increase of gross 
earnings in March of $463,000 and $249,- 
000 besides is the same as was made 
upon its report for eight months. It 
then appeared that it was expending 
Jarge sums in maintenance, concealing 
dividends, as the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission regards it. Such expendi- 
tures must be made once, and do not 
need to be made twice. They add value 
to the stock as an investment, however 
;they depreciate its speculative position 
vemporarily.

Some thought that the final circular 
of accounting to the Steel Trust syndi- 
cate reads curiously like the announce- 
ment of a prize in a serial lottery, whose 
winners recelve tickets in another distri- 
bution, and so on, the cabbage 
held just a little before the donkey’s 
nose continuously.

Nev- 
ertheless, underwriting is a very differ- 
ent industry ‘rom what it but 
short time ago, when the profits might 
be banked as soon as earned, and almost 
before, so casy and sure were they. The 
Metropolitan scandal case proceeds more 
entertainirgly than convincingly. Mr.

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TREPANI ON TRIAL 
FOR INSURANCE FRAUD 


Testimony That He Buried Man 
Under a False Name. 


Ciapetta, the Alleged Cicone, Apparently 
Interred in Calvary Cemetery With- 
out a Priest’s Lien Showing 
Him a Good Catholic. 


Giuseppe Trepani, the “‘ Little Italy "’ un- 
dertaker, was put on trial yesterday before 
Justice Scott in the Criminal Branch of the 
Supreme Court, charged with being one of 
the leaders in the conspiracies by which a 
gang of Italians swindled a dozen life in- 
surance companies out of many thousends 
of dollars. 

Trepani is under four grand larceny in- 
dictments. At this time he is being tried 
on one of these, charging him with having 
obtained $1,000 from the Central Union 
Life Insurance Company of Cincinnati by 
presenting false proofs of death to show 
that Casimiro Cicone, on whose life the 
policy had been taken out, had died. 

The alleged Cicone was buried at Calvary 
Cemetery. The body was exhumed some 
time ago and identified as that of Pietro 
Ciapetta, an Italian ragpicker, who 
at 2,056 First Avenue Feb. 20, 1901. 
Was buried the next day. 
Cicone died at Pittsburg three 
eighty-two years of age. 

Daniel M. O'Neill, a clerk in the office 
of Calvery Cemetery, was called as a wilt- 
ness to prove the ownership. of the plot in 
which the body was buried and the entry 
on the cemetery register. This entry, C 
imiro Cicone, he said, was made from the 
death certificate signed by Dr. Francesco 
Mucci, a “Little Italy ’’ physician, 
under indictment.

TELLS PLOT TO DESTROY WILL. 


Mrs. Lyons Testifies She Heard Her Fa- 
ther Discuss Plan to Seize Henry 
Wilson Estate. 


The trial of the suit of Katherine Wilson 
against her father, Charles H. Wilson, and 
her uncle, Frank B. Wilson, was resumed 
yesterday before Justice O’Gorman and a 
jury in the Supreme Court. Katherine 
charges that her father and uncle destroyed 
the will of her grandfather, Henry Wilson. 
thus depriving her of her share in an es- | 
tate worth $500,000. 

Mrs. Adelaide Lyons, sister of Katherine, 
testified that the night their grandfather 
died she, Katherine, Frank, and a nurse 
were at the bedside. After the old man died 
they telephoned to Charles, and he came 
to the house with his wife. Charles took 
Katherine into a room and she told the wit- 
ness that while in the room, Charles put his 
hand into the old man's waistcoat, hang- 


ing in a closet, and exclaimed “Its gone. 
The witness got into the room just in time 
to hear the expression, and in answer to 
her. question as to what was gone, Charles 
replied: ‘“‘Why, the will and papers.” 

Mrs. Lyons testified that she could not 
sleep, and went from her room to take an- 
other look at the face of her grandfather, 
and in os a room she heard her father 
say to her uncle: ‘“ Let’s do away with the 
will. Let’s stick to our agreement of a 
year ago.’’ She immediately ran up stairs, 
woke Katherine, and told her of the con- 
versation that she had heard. 

Katherine went on the stand and corrob- 
borated all her sister had said, and the 
cross-examination could not shake her.

ROLLER’S METEORIC CAREER. 


After Fleeting Success as a Broker, He 
Turned Forger and Committed 
Suicide in Montreal. 


Charles L. Roller, who committed suicide 
in Montreal on Sunday’ night by drinking 
carbolic acid, began a meteoric career in 
New York and Newark a little more than 
two years ago. His antecedents were 
doubtful, but a sudden success as a broker 
both here and in the New Jersey city made 
him one of the most talked-about men on 
the Street. Not twenty-five years old at 
the time, he was sought by men of expe- 
rience that he might advise them concern- 
ing investments, and until at last he got on 
the wrong side of the market he enjoyed 
the widest confidence, even in banking 
circles. 

When the crash came it appeared that he 
had put out $60,000 of forged paper, using 
the names of certain prominent nien of 


Newark. He was arrested, but before his 
case came up for trial he fled to Califor- 
nia, only to be s€nt back, convicted, and 
sentenced to seven years in the peniten- 
tiary at Trenton. 

Soon after his term had begun Roller was 
irstrumental in unearthing a plot of the 
prison employes to smuggle liquor in for 
prisoners. For his serv ices in that connec- 
tion he was paroled, with the condition 
only that he should report from time to 
} time to the authorities. 

After his release Roller became insanely 
jealous of his wife, who had moved to this 
city, and pursued her so closely that six 
weeks ago she was forced to have him ar- 
rested for examination as to his sanity. He 
was placed in a sanitarium at Poughkeep- 
sie, and at the end of a week persuaded 
one of the keepers that he was a sane 
man and walked out. From Poughkeepsie 
Roller went to Yonkers, where he saw his 
wife, and then returned to: Newark. He
